PAINT GRINDERS ADVANCE 
PRICES. 


In our last issue, October 29, we re- 
ferred at some length to the effects of 
the advance in linseed oil upon trade, 
and we predicted that, notwithstand- 
ing the slowness of the trade to adopt 
such a course, a change to higher 
prices for liquid paints and colors in 
oil would shortly ensue unless oil took 
a sudden and decided drop. The an- 


nouncement, therefore, that the grind- 
ers in the local market had ad- 
vanced the price of their standard 
grades of mixed paints and colors in 
oil did not take any one by surprise, 
though it was generally thought that 
the change would have been deferred 
until the meeting of the National 
Paint Grinders’ Association, which will 
be held here during the present month. 


Demand has been fairly steady 
and manufacturers began to _ feel 
the tax of supplying goods at what 
might be classed as impossible 
figures, in view of the extraordinary 
high cost of raw materials. It, there- 
fore, did not require much urging on 
the part of some prominent members 
of the trade to bring about the much 
needed change to higher values. Prices 
for standard grades of liquid paints 
were advanced from one dollar and 
fifteen cents to one dollar and twenty- 
five cents a gallon, subject to usual 
terms. The increase in colors in oil 
is equivalent to a ten per cent. ad- 
vance all around. 


Even at the higher prices the mar- 
gin will be sufficiently close to war- 
rant a further upward movement 
should oil, turpentine and lead be 
maintained upon their present basis of 
value. As there is considerable un- 
certainty about the course of these 
markets, it was not deemed wise 
to make too radical a change at 
once. Grinders, however, are more 
than usually firm in their views, and 
it will be, indeed, a most desired and 
favored customer who obtains manu- 
factured paints at any concession from 
the new scheduled list.

CINCHONA BARK STATISTICS. 


According to our cable advices, the 
total quantity of bark shipped from 
Java to Europe during October amount- 
ed to 550,000 kilograms, as against 683,- 
000 kilograms during September, 1900, 
and 479,000 kilograms during October, 
1899. In the following table we give fig- 
ures showing the quantity of bark 
shipped during each month since Jan- 
uary 1, 1899:—

It was not generally expected that 
the shipments during October would be 
anywhere near as large as they actu- 
ally were. The shipments during Sep- 
tember were large, but the trade was 
of the opinion that it was merely a 
“spurt,” and would not last. They 
were strengthened in this belief by the 
announcement that the total shipments 
during the first half of October amount- 
ed to only about 180,000 kilos. At 
this writing no one seems willing to 
hazard an opinion as to the extent of 
future shipments. 


While the shipments last month were 
larger than during any other month so 
far this year, with the exception of 
September, and were larger than the 
average monthly shipments during 1899, 
the total shipments thus far this year 
are still below what they were at this 
time last year. The total shipments 
during the ten months have been 4,094,- 
000 kilos, against 4,913,150 kilos in 1899, 
a total decrease of over 800,000 kilos, or 
nearly eighty tons of bark a month, 


To the unexpectedly large shipments 
during October we attribute the decline 
in the average unit price at the Am- 
sterdam bark auction on Thursday last, 
The decline was from twelve and one- 
quarter Dutch cents to ten and nine- 
tenths Dutch cents, or over ten per 
cent. Practically all the offerings were 
sold. One cable says, “ninety-four per 
cent.” and another, “nearly the whole 
quantity.” Previous to the auction 
there was much uncertainty as to 
whether values would be maintained, 
as it was freely admitted that much 
would depend on the extent of the 
bark shipments. For purposes of com- 
parison we print the following figures, 
which show the average unit price per

BRIMSTONE SITUATION. 


Conditions abroad affecting the sit- 
uation of brimstone are at present 
somewhat unsettled and prices are 
likely to vary until present negotia- 
tions looking to a renewal of the 
Sicilian combine agreement are con- 
sumated. The present syndicate 
agreement expires July 31, 1901. This 
originally controlled about eighty per 
cent. of the production, but owing to 
disaffection and other causes of late 
the percentage has fallen below sixty 
per cent. The scheme now is to make 
a new agreement which shall control 
an even greater proportion of the pro- 
duction than before and then to not 
only regulate the output but also to 
enable the syndicate to arbitrarily fix 
prices. This would naturally result in 
higher prices for Sicilian brimstone. 
The proposed life of the new agree- 
ment is two years, and if carried 
through would give the syndicate con- 
trol of the markets of the world until 
August, 1903, providing, of course, that 
no other source of supply shall in the 
meantime be developed. 

The stocks in Sicily are not large, 
being fully 20,000 tons smaller than 
they were at this time last year, but 
there appears to be little disposition 
to at present secure high prices; in 
fact, low prices have been encouraged 
for the effect it was hoped to have 
upon those who may be classed as in- 
dependent of the syndicate in the hope 
to enroll them under the new agree- 
ment. The shipments have been some- 
what larger of late than they were at 
the corresponding time last year, but 
there have been no surplus receipts, 
the consumption having increased. 
The shipments from January to Sep- 
tember, inclusive, were 109,600 tons, 
against 97,800 tons during the same 
period in 1899, 113,000 tons in 1898 and 
93,800 tons in 1897,

MENTHOL FIRMER. 


Our last review of menthol was on 
May 28 last. During the week previous 
to that date there had been sales of 
case lots at $2.25 per pound, which 
was a decline of seventy-five cents, or 
twenty-five per cent., since January 1, 
1900. The decline was due to a lack 
of demand, the approach of a season of 
minimum consumption, weak markets 
in London, Hamburg and Japan, liberal 
stocks, the approach of another crop 
year and a desire on the part of many 
holders to reduce their stocks, This 
point, however, was the lowest reached 
and within a month an upward move- 
ment set in which has resulted to the 
present time in an advance of fully 
ninety-five cents, the present inside 
quotation being $3.20 for single cases. 
The advance was at first largely due to 
speculative influences, but advices from 
Japan have tended to materially 
strengthen the market. About July 1 
it was reported that the peppermint 
crop in Japan would this year undoubt- 
edly be small, and later advices, dated 
October 5, state that the crop will fall 
from twenty to twenty-five per cent. 
short of previous low estimates. All 
holders in Japan have advanced their 
views considerably and practically all 
quotations received are above a parity 
with this market. There are no definite 
advices as to the quantity of menthol 
now held in Japan, but it is intimated 
that it is small. 

London has substantially advanced 
since early summer and recent advices 
state that eleven shillings six pence 
has been paid, which is above the 
present inside quotation in this market. 
The London stock has been much re- 
duced during the past five months and 
may now be considered very small. 
The Hamburg market has also moved 
upward and last spring’s large stock 











has been considerably reduced. Recent 


advices are as follows: ‘Menthol has 
advanced to $2.70, cost and freight, 
New York, for prime white crystals 
and, considering the small stocks, 
prices will go much higher.” 


In this market the tone is decidedly 
Strong. While $3.20 will buy single 
cases in some quarters, other holders 
refuse to shade $3.25 or $3.30, and others 
quote $3.50. It is generally supposed 
that there is a fair stock of menthol 
here—that is, what is generally consid- 
ered a fair stock when supplies in 
other markets are normal—but it is 
known to be well concentrated in the 
hands of a few strong holders, who 
will release only jobbing parcels in an- 
ticipation of further advances. From 
present indications it seems almost cer- 
tain that higher prices than those rul- 
ing to-day will be realized in the not 
distant future, as they seem to be war- 
ranted by the small stocks, the poor 
crop prospects and the fact that the 
active consuming season is now at 
hand,

THE STRONG POSITION OF CERE+ 
SIN WAX. 


Our weekly market reports for some 
time past have emphasized the strong 
position of ceresin wax and have stead- 
ily pointed out that higher prices than 
those ruling to-day will undoubtedly 
prevail as soon as the present fairly 
large spot stocks and the limited 
quantities, whch are still to arrive on 
old contracts, find their way into con- 
sumption. The average quotations for 
ceresin during 1899 ranged from ten, 
and one-half to twelve cents for yel- 
low and from eleven to thirteen cenis 
for white, as to quality. Similar 
prices prevailed during the first four 
months of the present year, but about 
May 1 the upward movement set in, 
which has brought about an advance. 
of about two cents per pound, or nearly 
twenty per cent., and which promises 
to result in further advances in the 
not distant future, 

The advance in ceresin is due to the 
higher cost of the crude material, ozo- 
kerite. The advance in ozokerite has 
already been much larger, proportion- 
ately, than the advance in the refined - 
product—ceresin. This is accounted 
for by the fact that stocks of ceresin 
in this country have been large, and, 
as demand is rather small, most hold- 
ers of low cost goods are willing to 
accept the profit there is at present 
quotations instead of holding out for 
the advance which is, sooner or later, 
almost sure to come. The advance in 
ozokerite is due to the restrictions 
which the German government have 
placed on the mining of it. These re- 
strictiongs have to do principally with 
the sinking of the shafts, which must 
be a certain distance apart, and which 
must be supported or timbered in cer- 
tain prescribed ways. The result of 
these government restrictions has been 
to substantially advance the cost of 
mining. It is reported that it has been 
necessary to abandon many old shafts, 
owing to the fact that they were too 
near together, which has tended to re- 
strict the output. The cost of safeguard- 
ing the shafts was large and many of 
the smaller companies, being unable to 
bear the extra expense, have been 
forced out of business. Thus it will be 
seen that not only has the output of 
ozokerite been curtailed, but the cost 
of mining has been largely increased. 
The advance which we noted above 
has, therefore, been fully justified. 
Whether there will be further advances 
in ozokerite remains to be seen, but 
the fact that competition betweeen pro- 
ducers has been largely reduced would 
seem to indicate such a conclusion. 


As stated above, ceresin has not ad- 
vanced in the same proportion as has 
ozokerite, due to the fact that stocks 
of both ceresin and ozokerite were 
large when the mining restrictions first 
became operative. The question now 
arises whether higher prices for cere- 
sin will restrict consumption. This 
does not seem likely, as the uses to 
which it is put are important and as 
far as we can learn there is no other 
substance combining the same proper- 
ties by which it can be replaced, ¢x- . 
cept at a much higher cost. Beeswax 
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is about the only article which com- 
bines similar cohesive and molding 
properties with a high melting point, 
but beeswax is at present fully one 
hundred per cent, dearer and any in- 
crease in demand would send it rap- 


idly higher.

THE OUTLOOK FOR STARCH. 


In view of the unfavorable potato 
crop reports considerable interest cen- 
ters in the position of starch, which 
lately has sprung into better demand 
consequent to the early close of naviga- 
tion. The market for all grades has 
been steady for some time and subject 
to but trifling fluctuations. There is 
little doubt, however, that were it not 
for the inactivity of the large textile 
and other consuming industries demand 
would have forced values to a much 
higher level. As it is, corn and potato 
starch, both domestic and foreign, are 
in a more than usually strong posi- 
tion, and show a tendency to advance. 
Domestic potato starch is now firm at 
an inside price for large lots of three 
and three-quarter cents, with smaller 
quantities quoted as high as four cents. 
An American manufacturer is credited 
with expressing the opinion that the 
price for one hundred ton lots would 
touch four cents by January first, and 
that his six mills were not turning out 
more than the usual output of two. 
Whatever values may be by the first of 
the new year, the present postion of 
the potato crop, both at home and 
abroad, would justify the supposition 
of steady, if not advancing prices from 
the basis of current quotations for po- 
tato starch. 

The domestic potato crop has suf- 
fered more or less from dry rot and 
the yield falls some 5,000,000 bushels 
below that of last year, notwithstand- 
ing the outturn on the whole must be 
considered generally satisfactory and in 
some quarters more than moderately 
good. In an agricultural country so ex- 
tensive as the United States such a 
calamity as general failure of so hardy 
@ crop would be well nigh impossible. 
According to the American Agricultur- 
ist the domestic yield this year approxi- 
mates 239,000,000 bushels, which, while 
lower by some five million bushels than 
last year, as stated, still compares 
quite favorably with the average out- 
turn during the past ten years. The 
loss in production here would not in 
itself, therefore, prove an important 
factor in the starch market had not the 
demand for the vegetable as a food been 
so heavy as to cause a considerably 
shortened supply for manufacturing 
purposes, 

The foreign market is even ina 
stronger position than the domestic, 
Returns from the British Isles show 
the crop there to have been practically 
a total failure, so much so, that large 
vegetable dealers have been forced into 
the Belgium, Danish and German mar- 
kets. Upon the first two they are 
drawing heavily, but as the German is 
a tuber better fitted for starch pur- 
poses than edible the demand for Brit- 
ish consumption there will come prin- 
cipally from the English starch manu- 
facturers. 

Statistics concerning the continental 
crop have not yet been compiled, but 
it is estimated that the yleld will not 
exceed the average, so that with the 
extra drain from Great Britain the sup- 
ply available for manufacturing pur- 
poses will be none too plentiful. Under 
the circumstances, it is hardly to be ex- 
pected that any great quantity of for- 
eign starch will find its way over, un- 
less the home product should go much 
beyond present quotations, and even 
then the outlook abroad promises an 
advance in about the same ratio. 

With corn starch the situation is also 
strong, not only in sympathy with po- 
tato, but owing to the probable advance 
in freight rates. At the time of writ- 
ing no change has been reported, but 
there is now every likelihood of a 
change at any time. Kindred causes 
are also likely to bring about an ad- 
vance in domestic dextrine, which is 
firm but as yet quoted without change 
from prices prevailing last week. There 
is no disturbing element with either 
rice or wheat starch, which continue to 
move in moderate quantities at old cur- 
rent quotations.

The railroad company 
contends that the commission has no 
right to compel a railroad to issue a 
bill of lading beyond a junction point. 
The case will be heard this month. 


The annual ball of the Alumni As- 
sociation of the New York College of 
Pharmacy will be held in Lenox 
Lyceum, 59th street and Madison ave- 
nue, Wednesday evening, January 30, 
1901. The affair is in charge of F. 
Borggreve, chief clerk of the Longacre 
Pharmacy, 438d street and Broadway, 
this city. Mr. Borggreve states that 
he has already commenced active 
work and the affair promises to be the 
most successful in the history of the 
Alumni Association. 


The chamois factory of C. Chapot & 
Sons in Plainfield, N. J., was totally 
destroyed by fire Oct. 28, entailing a 
loss of nearly $70,000. Early the same 
day a small fire started in the office 
of the factory, but was apparently 
wholly extinguished. The damage was 
not over $100. The factory was two 
stories high, about two hundred feet 
long and fifty feet wide. Owing to its 
being about three miles from fire head- 
quarters and over two thousand feet 
from the nearest hydrant, the building 
was beyond saving before any great 
quantity of water could be secured. 
Its contents included large quantities 
of chamois, oils and carboys of vitriol. 
Several explosions occurred during the 
Progress of the fire. 


The Chicago Times-Herald is author- 
ity for the statement that “there is to 
be a consolidation of Armour & Co., of 
Chicago, and the Armour Packing Co., 
of Kansas City, and an increase of the 
capital of the Chicago corporation 
from $20,000,000 to $35,000,000. The plan 
will be carried out within a week. It 
will still be altogether an Armour af- 
fair, and the whole of the $35,000,000 
capital stock will be held by members 
of the family, except such small in- 
terests as may be owned by heads of 
departments or members of the direc- 
tory.”

OBITUARY. 


Ambrose McGregor, 


Ambrose Morrison McGregor, a 
director of the Standard Oil Company, 
died Tuesday morning at his home at 
Orienta Point, Mamaroneck-on-the- 
Sound. Mr. McGregor had been ill 
since last February from a _ cancer 
which affected his face. In April last 
an operation was performed by the 
family physician, assisted by three 
New York specialists, and, although it 
was thought successful at the time, 
the disease afterward reappeared and 
affected the glands of the throat, caus- 
ing the patient much pain. For the 
week preceding his death Mr. Mc- 
Gregor had been unconscious and his 
physicians had been almost constantly 
at his bedside. 

Mr. McGregor was born on Decem- 
ber 25, 1842, in Cleveland, O., and was 
the son of “Alexander and Eliza Mor- 
rison McGregor. The elder McGregor 
was a business man of moderate 
means who had immigrated from Scot- 
land to Ohio, and he gave his son a 
common school education. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor began his career with the 
Standard Oil Company thirty-five 
years ago in the capacity of a book- 
keeper. At that time the corporation 
was in its infancy, and Mr. McGregor, 
who was an energetic young man, not 
only kept the books, but when there 
was any trouble at the refinery he 
would go out and take charge. He 
learned to master all of the details of 
the oil business, and made his services 
so valuable to the principal owners 
and directors of the concern, that he 
was taken in as a stockholder, Mr. 
McGregor was vice-president of the 
Solar Refining Co., of Lima, O., and 
a director in the Cheseborough Man- 
ufacturing Co., of this city. He was a 
member of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art and the American Museum of 
Natural History. 

Mr. McGregor was essentially a 
business man, and did not mingle 
much in social life, although he had 
three handsome homes. One of his 
homes is in Euclid avenue, in his na- 
tive city of Cleveland, and another, 
which he had occupied for twenty 
years and in which he died, is known 
as Chetolah, and overlooks Long 
Island Sound at Mamaroneck. Mr. 
McGregor also owned a large estate 
near Myers, Fla., where he spent much 
of his time in the winter months. He 
was not a member of any of the clubs 
or affiliated with any of the social or- 
ganizations of New York, except the 
St. Andrews Society. He leaves a 
widow and one son, B. B. McGregor. 
The body was taken to Cleveland and 
buried in the family plot in Lakeview 
Cemetery in that city.

The Flaxseed Crop. 


Chicago, Oct. 30, 1900. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

The writer does not know how far he 
ought to go in criticism of the editorial 
of Oct. 29 on the linseed situation, and 
perhaps as only a laborer in the vine- 
yard it would be proper for him to keep 
still, yet the editorial contains such 
startling inaccuracies that he deems it 
best for your interests to call attention 
to themn. As to the general trend of 
the article toward a belief in a small 
crop the views of the editorial writer 
and the flax writer differ widely, but 
we pass that. The statement “certain- 
ly one-half of the crop may be esti- 
mated as having been marketed” and 
the assumption that follows are based 
on error. Up to Oct. 24, but few days 
before the editorial was penned, the 
receipts at all primary markets had 
been less than 7,000,000 bushels. The 
“certainly’’ statement means a crop of 
less than 14,000,000. You admit that the 
acreage is pretty well known. We 
state it at 2,788,000. Taking the estimate 
of 8 bu. per acre you fai] to reconcile 
it with a large crop. Eight times 
2,788,000 equal 22,304,000, the largest 
crop ever raised in America. With the 
smallest yield estimated by any one (6% 
bu.) we would have 18,122,000 bu., which 
is a pretty healthy crop of itself. The 
uncut flax in North Dakota still is 
making progress, thanks to the fine 
weather the last week or two, and we 
would not be at all surprised to see 
that State average 8 bu. The average 
outside of North Dakota is over 8 bu. 
The entire crop should exceed 8 bu., or 
be over 22,000,000. The writer expects 
to see more than this quantity mar- 
keted, and sufficient besides held back 
for seeding, and has from week to 
week given his reasons. By a false as- 
sumption the Reporter editorially im- 
plies that there “‘certainly”’ will be less 
than 14,000,000, and assumes that eight 
times 2,788,000, or 22,304,000, does not 
warrant the high estimates. Even 
were the article a sop to public opinion 
it should have been logical. There is 
hardly a deduction to be drawn from 
the article that will escape the criti- 
cism of those who are really posted.

died Oct, 24 at his residence in Fort 
Wayne, Ind. He was 77 years of age, 
and had been failing for several weeks, 
the immediate cause of his death being 
heart failure. 

Mr, Morgan was born in Lawrence- 
burg, Ind., and went to Fort Wayne 
when a small boy. He was for a time 
in his father’s store, and afterward be- 
came collector of the port of Fort 
Wayne for the Wabash & Erie Canal. 
In 1856 he established the hardware firm 
afterward known as Morgan & Beach, 
which for thirty-five years was the 
largest house of the kind in Northern 
Indiana, The large store was consumed 
by fire five years ago, and Morgan re- 
tired. He was treasurer of the Board of 
School Trustees for thirty-three years, 
the longest consecutive service rendered 
by any individual in the State. He was 
also, at various times, a member of the 
Fort Wayne City Council.

Destruction of Tarrant & Co.’s 
Building. 


Unquestionably the most destructive 
disaster that has ever befallen a drug 
house in this country was that which 
occurred on Monday noon, Oct. 29, at 
the corner of Warren and Greenwich 
‘streets, this city. A firee broke out 
shortly after 12 o’clock, from some as 
yet undetermined cause, which was 
followed by several explosions of 
chemicals stored in the building, com- 
pletely wrecking not only the Tarrant 
Building, but eight others adjoining, 
and causing damage to six to an 
extent that will necessitate their de- 
molition, while the damage caused by 
concussion reached an area of several 
blocks in each direction and was plain- 
ly evidenced by shatterd windows. A 
great many persons were injured by 
flying glass, bricks and other debris, 
fully 200 persons requiring surgical 
treatment. That any considerable num- 
ber of employes of Tarrant & Co. es- 
caped with their lives is marvelous and 
due probably to the fact that they 
rushed from the building at the first 
sign of fire. At present writing it is 
not known how many perished in the 
ruins, but some fifteen or more known 
to have been in the buildings are yet 
to be accounted for. 

Beside Tarrant & Co. the other oc- 
cupants of the building, an eight-story 
brick and stone structure, were M. J. 
Breitenbach & Co., manufacturers of 
drug speciaities, and the following 
firms had chemicals stored _ there: 
Wells, Richardson & Co., Harshaw, 
Fuller & Goodwin, Stanley & Jordan, 
Schoellkopf, Hartford & Hanna Co., 
McKesson & Robbins, Rogers & Pyatt 
and others. The quantity and na- 
ture of the goods stored there by 
these firms has not been fully made 
public, but from the extraordinary se- 
verity of the explosions the authorities 
investigating their cause have not 
hesitated to attach it to large quanti- 
ties of dangerous chemicals. Tarrant 
& Co. claim to have had no greater 
quantities of explosive or highly com- 
bustible chemicals than is allowed by 
law, and it is therefore presumed by 
the authorities that the explosions were 
caused by chemicals on storage. There 
can be no question as to the stock car- 
ried by Tarrant & Co., and they would 
not knowingly have received any goods 
on storage which could jeopardize the 
safety of their premises. So far as we 
have been able to learn there were a 
few tons of brimstone and chlorate of 
potash, some dyestuffs, gums, etc., on 
storage in the building, but no explo- 
slves. 

The losses have been variously esti- 
mated, and the total as a result of the 
fire and explosions will probably not 
fall far short of $1,500,000. The total 
loss on the Tarrant Building, including 
contents, is placed at $225,000, that of 
M. J. Breitenbach & Co. $30,000 and that 
of the firms having goods on storage in 
the building $80,000. Among. the 
chemicals stored were none that 
the insurance underwriters object- 
ed to or regarded as hazardous. The 
official investigation, however, will de- 
termine the cause and responsibility, if 
any, and set at rest the various con- 
tentions which have been fruitful of 
sensational reports in the daily papers. 
It being certain that Tarrant & Co. 
had not violated the law or the rules 
as to combustibles of the Fire Depart- 
ment, and no more dangerous stuff 
than chlorate of potash and brimstone 
—articles stored in large quantities for 
years in various storehouses of the city 
—have been alleged, the reports as to 
prospective action by the insurance 
companies appear to have little foun- 
dation. The facts are simply that a 
fire broke out which later resulted in 
a destructive explosion, and as all the 
damage was the result of the fire, the 
insurance companies are clearly liable 
for such damage to the extent of their 
risks. 

The name of Tarrant & Co. has fig- 
ured in New York business circles for 
sixty years. James Tarrant opened a 
drug store at 278 Greenwich street in 
1834. His store at that time was dis- 
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tinctively the uptown drug store of the 
city, and beyond it was a residence sec- 
tion almost suburban in character. In 
1844 James Tarrant began the manufac- 
ture of proprietary medicines for the 
use of physicians. The enterprise 
proved successful, and in the course of 
time these medicines became the lead- 
ing feature of the business. He died in 
1852, and was succeeded by John A. 
Tarrant, who organized the firm of 
John A. Tarrant & Co. He was a 
brother of the founder of the establish- 
ment. In 1861 the firm was Incorpo- 
rated under the title of Tarrant & 
Co. The firm manufactured largely, 
imported to a great extent and did a 
general drug and jobbing business. 


The quaint old building on which 
James Tarrant hung out his sign was 
used until 1892, when it was burned 
and replaced by the handsome struc- 
ture which was blown up last Monday.

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals has recently sustained the de- 
cree of the Circuit Court in the case 
of the Badische Anilin & Soda Fabrik 
vs. Kalle & Co. Following is the de- 
cision by the Circuit Court of the 
United States, by Alfred C. Coxe, U. 


8s. J.i— 

This cause having come on to be heard 
on the pleadings and proofs, at the Octo- 
ber Term, 1898, of said Court, and having 
been argued by Livingston Gifford, Esq., 
counsel for the complainant, and Edward 
N. Dickerson, Esq., counsel for the de- 
fendants, and having been duly consid- 
ered by the Court, it is hereby 

Ordered, adjudged and decreed, that the 
letters patent on which this suit is 
brought—to wit, Letters Patent of the 
United States, granted to Paul Julius, as- 
signor to the Badische Anilin & Soda 
Fabrik, for improvements in the manu- 
facture of Blue Coloring Matter, dated 
August 7, 1894, and numbered 524,254—are 
good and valid in law; that the said Paul 
Julius was and is the original, first and 
sole inventor of the invention described 
and claimed in said letters patent; that 
the title thereto and to the invention de- 
scribed and claimed therein is vested ex- 
clusively in the complainant; that the de- 
fendants have infringed upon said let- 
ters patent, and particularly claims 1, 2 
and 4 thereof, and the exclusive rights 
of the complainant under the same, by 
importing, and selling and causing to be 
used in the United States coloring mat- 
ter in infringement of said claims 2 and 
4, and by directing, recommending and 
enabling others to make coloring matter 
lake in infringement of said claim 1, 

And it is further ordered, adjudged and

To Protect Edible Fish. 


A number of instances where vessels 
have ostensibly been in quest of men- 
haden having taken considerable 
quantities of food fish and the same 
diverted from their legitimate use as 
food fish, in near-by waters, the Pro- 
tective League of Salt Water Fisher- 
men called a meeting of its members 
and others interested in the preserva- 
tion of the supply of food fish for last 
Wednesday evening. Several speakers 
were present, who urged the necessity 
of additional legislation to prevent the 
wholesale destruction of food fish. It 
is safe to say that no vessel regularly 
employed by the menhaden oil manu- 
facturers takes more food fish than can 
be and are used by the crews and 
their families, but there have been a 
few small craft engaged in the fishery 
whose crews have taken any fish found 
in considerable quantities, and if too 
remote from the market have taken 
them to the oil factories. Very few 
captains will do this, and fewer 
factories accept the fish, as they 
yield little oil, and the oil men know 
well that such practice does them 
great harm by prejudicing the public 
against their industry, and the prac- 
tice is consequently discouraged and 
condemned by nearly all interested in 
the menhaden oil industry. The re- 
sult of the meeting held last Wednes- 
day was the indorsement of the fol- 
lowing bill to be presented to the next 
legislature at Albany and which the 
legitimate menhaden fishermen will 
probably not oppose:— 

An Act to amend Chapter 20 of the laws 
of 1900, known as the Forest, Fish and 
Game law, being Chapter 31 of the Gen- 
eral Laws relating to the taking of edi- 
ble fish with shirred or menhaden nets 
in the salt waters of the State. 

The People of the State of New York, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 

Section 1. Article III. of Chapter 20 of 
the Laws of 1900, known as the Forest, 
Fish and Game law, is hereby amended 
by adding thereto two new sections, to be 
known as Sections 67 and 68, which shall 
read as follows: 

Section 67. No person or persons, cor- 
poration or corporations, shall willfully 
take with purse or shirred nets in the 
manner in which menhaden are taken, 
any porgies, bluefish, weakfish or any 
other kind of food fish in any of the tide- 
waters within the jurisdiction of this 
State, including the waters of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean within three nautical miles of 
the coast line of this State, either on his 
or their own account and benefit or on 
account or the benefit of his or their em- 
ployer or emplowers; provided that noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the taking of such food fish as may 
be useful for food for the men employed 
in = operation of such purse or shirred 
nets. 

Section 68. No person or persons, cor- 
poration or corporations, shall either on 
his or their own account and benefit or 
the account and benefit of his or their 
employer or employers render for oil or 
convert into any kind of fertilizing ma- 
terial any food fish so unlawfully taken. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect im- 
mediately,

Chancellor Magie at Trenton, N. J., 
last Monday rendered a decision in one 
of the suits brought by Philip Kreissel 
against the Distilling Company of 
America. In the decision the Chancel- 
lor grants a temporary injunction re- 
straining August Belmont, John IL. 
Cadwallader, T, Jefferson Coolidge, 
Wm. F. Harrity and Alvin W. Krech, 
trustees, from voting $54,000,000 worth

of stock of the company, which they 
hold as trustees in pursuance of an 
agreement that was entered into in 
June last. The agreement provided 
that William L. Bull, Wm. F. Harrity, 
Rudolph Kepler, Alvin W. Krech and 
Richard Sutro, a committee of the 
stockholders, should investigate the 
affairs of the company. This commit- 
tee did investigate, and in furtherance 
of the agreement recommended that 
the stockholders deposit their stock 
with the Mercantile Trust Company for 
surrender to the trustees already 
named, who for a period of five years 
should hold legal title to the stock and 
have power to vote it in the manage- 
ment of the con.pany. 

The agreement also provided that 
the stockholders who should not deposit 
their stock with the trust company or 
transfer to the trustees should not par- 
ticipate in any benefit of the plans 
adopted except upon such conditions 
and penalties as the committee and 
trustees should determine. Kreissel in 
his bill charged that the trustees were 
about to put into operation the plans 
for the management of the company 
that had been recommended by the 
committee of stockholders, including 
the election of officers, and he asked 
that they be restrained from doing so. 

The Chancellor, in his decision grant- 
ing the injunction, heid that the voting 
trust agreement was illegal. He recog- 
nized the rule of stockholders to dele- 
gate by proxy or otherwise the power 
to vote stock where that authority was 
revocable, but he held that stockhold- 
ers were entitled to have other stock- 
holders exercise and express their 
judgment in the management of the 
company, except where by legislative 
authority stockholders may delegate 
that power, and he added: “If stock- 
holders combine by conferring power 
of attorney or by creating a trust with 
voting power to formulate and execute 
a plan for the management of a cor- 
poration and exclude themselves by an 
act irrevocable for a fixed period from 
exercising their judgment, or if they 
reserve to themselves any benefit to be 
derived from such a plan to the ex- 
clusion of other stockholders who do 
not come into the combination, the 
agreement to so combine is contrary to 
the duty due other stockholders, and 
against public policy.”

To Distinguish Colophony from 
Metallic Resinates, 


Colophony, as rosin in general, is 
readily soluble in spirit of wine and 
only leaves a small amount of ashes 
upon burning. On the other hand, 
resin-lead soap is not soluble in alcohol 
and leaves upon burning ashes contain- 
ing much lead oxide. Besides, the 
presence of lead in the article may be 
proven by boiling a sample of it in 
a solution of caustic potash or caustic 
soda, whereupon the solution, neutral- 
ized and acidulated with hydrochloric 
acid, is thinned with water. In this 
solution the lead is determined by ad- 
mixture of potassium-iodide solution, 
since in case of the presence of lead a 
yellow precipitate of lead iodide will 
form in the solution, which is soluble 
in hot water, from which it crystal- 
lizes out after cooling in the shape 
of peculiar scales of golden lustre.— 
Oesterreichische, Farben-und Lack 
Zeitung.

The week was eventful for the ad 
vance in the prices of liquid paints and 
colors in oil. This, however, occasioned 
no surprise in view of the increased 
cost of raw materials, which eventu- 
ally forced an issue with the manufac- 
turers and brought about a much de- 
sired result. Lead pigments have been 
moving on contract with considerable 
freedom, but since the advance new 
business has been confined to ordinary 
jobbing lots. Dry colors for the sea- 
son have also been moving well, and 
the same may be said of mixed paints 
and colors in oil. Earths and clays 
developed nothing new. Glass contin 
ues quiet, though showing signs of 
more life. Varnish and gums on the 
whole have been quiet, except for one 
important contract for the latter. Var 
nish makers are naturally persuing a 
conservative policy, but that there is 
confidence in the future is expressed by 
one house placing an order for assert- 
ed Kauri aggregating 1,500 cases. 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—Considering that we 
are in the midst of an exciting elec- 
tion, trade throughout the country the 
past week has been unusually good. 
The advance which has been made by 
nearly all of the leading mixed paint 
makers no doubt has stimulated the 
trading in the lead products, even at 
the slight advance which was made 
last week by the lead corroders. The 
strong position of the linseed oil mar- 
ket keeps the trade guessing as to the 
future possibilities of this staple ar- 
ticle of the paint and varnish trade. 
Grinders are all busy, as is shown by 
the frequency of their orders for sup- 
plies (for both dry lead and zinc) which 
they are drawing upon their existing 
contracts, though possibly much of this 
stock may be taken in anticipation of 
higher prices for next year. As yet 
agents of the various foreign makers 
have made no change in their prices, 
though it is intimated that one may be 
made before the close of the year, For 
the present, however, we continue our 
quotations of 9%@9%c. for the old es- 
tablished brands, and for those not 80 
well known 7%@8c., as to make and 
quantity. The various corroders have 
issued the following revised price list:— 

We quote, subject to change without notice, 
above brands of white lead, dry or in oil, red 
lead and litharge in kegs: In lots of less than 
500 Ibs., Tc. net; in lots of 500 Ibs. and over, 
6\%4c.; dry white lead in bbls., %c, per Ib, less 
than price in kegs. Red lead and litharge in 
bbls. and half bbls. same as price in kegs. 
White lead, in 12%-lb. tin pails (packed in 100- 
lb, cases), 1c. per Ib. over price in kegs; white 
lead in 25-lb. tin pails (packed in 100-lb, or 
200-lb. cases), %c. per Ib. over price in kegs; 
white lead, assorted in 1-lb., 2-Ib., 3-lb and 
5-lb. cans (packed in 100-lb, cases), 1%c. per 
lb. over price in kegs. Terms—On lots of 500 
pounds and over, 60 days or 2 per cent. dis- 
count for cash if paid in 15 days from date of 
invoice. Quantities—To make either of above 
required quantities, any assortment of pack- 
ages of either, or all of the above articles May 
be counted, 


RED LEAD.—Trade has been un- 
usually good the past week both for 
prompt and forward delivery, especially 
for domestic. Contract deliveries the 
past month show an increase over the 
previous one, notwithstanding the ex- 
citement which usually follows an elec- 
tion contest. German is firmer abroad 
for delivery over the year, but so far 
no important business has been done, 
as buyers and sellers are apart in 
their views. We quote 74%@7%c., as to 
brand and seller. English is also a 
shade firmer, with 7%c. and upward 
being quoted, as to make and quan- 
tity. 

LITHARGE.—No change in the situ- 
ation since our last report except that

contract deliveries to the glass and 
rubber makers show an increase over 
last month. Since the advance there 
has been a fair jobbing demand at the 
increased price; beyond this very little 
business is reported for forward, as 
the bulk of the consumers are under 
contract for this year’s requirements. 

ORANGE MINERAL. — French is 
meeting with the usual jobbing de- 
mand for prompt delivery. Agents are 
not inclined to sell for forward de- 
livery except in small lots at 114c. for 
arrival and 11%c. for store parcels. 
German is without special feature ex- 
cept that there is no sign of a falling 
off in the spot demand, but for arrival 
trade is rather slow, as buyers are not 
inclined to pay prices asked until they 
are required to replenish their stocks. 
Values may be quoted at 8%@8%c., as 
to grade and quantity. English is in 
the same position except the demand 
for the lower grades is rather slow at 
8%@s%c., but for the extra grades there 
is more demand at 9%@10%c., as to 
grade and quantity. Domestic is sell- 
ing freely at 7%4@8\%c., as to grade and 
quantity less the usual discount terms, 

PIG LEAD.—The market in the West 
under pressure to sell is a shade easier, 
but in this section no material change 
is reported, though to place a round 
lot 4.37%c. for common and 4.52%c. for 
refined would have to be shaded. The 
St. Louis market, as noted above, has 
been dull and easy at 4.20@4.25c., sales 
having been made of 500 tons. 

ZINCS.—Trade the past month has 
been better than for several months 
preceding. Grinders in all sections 
have been drawing freely upon their 
contracts. Whether this is in antici- 
pation of a possible rise in values it 
is hard to say, though there is no in- 
timation that prices for 1901 will be 
announced before late in December. 
The export demand also keeps up well 
considering the scarcity of ocean 
freight room. For the present the New 
Jersey Company continue their quota- 
tions of 44@4%c., as to grade. Flor- 
ence is meeting with the usual de- 
mand at 74@7%c. for red and 74%@8\c. 
for green seal, as to quantity. There 
is no change in French, which is selling 
freely at regular list price. 

Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

While there is no unusual movement, 
trade in most of the heavy red pig- 
ments and chemical reds has been gen- 
erally satisfactory, except for certain 
quantities of Indian and Venetian. 
Business, however, is generally con- 
fined to the completion of contracts, 
and new transactions; while by no 
means limited, are not individually 
heavy. Ordinary vermilion is steady, 
and quoted without change, and the 
same firm and regular tone was main- 
tained in quicksilver vermilions, Amer- 
ican, Chinese and English, which are 
also quoted firm, as to grade, but have 
not varied in price, 


BLACKS. 

CARBON.—Conditions have not va- 
ried, and we can only repeat previous 
reports. The scarcity of gas has great- 
ly retarded production, and, while there 
is no quotable change in values, the 
market is rather more than usually 
firm at current quotations. 


DROP AND IVORY BLACK.—As the 
season advances there has been rather 
a steadier tone to the market, which 
has been moving with more freedom of 
late, though not in a very heavy way, 
upon the basis of former quotations. 

LAMPBLACK.—Reports from out- 
side points continue favorable, and a 
good all round trade is being done In 
the local market, which is scarcely, if 
at all, retarded by political events. De- 
mand has rather increased than other- 
wise, and the same active and firm 
tone is distinctly noticeable. Export 
trade has been good, though as stocks 
of American goods are moderate 
abroad, shipments are now light in 
view of existing ocean freight rates. 

BLUES. 

We have had a moderately active 
market for all grades of blues except 
for the cheaper varieties of celestial, 
which appear but little in evidence this 
season. For Chinese and Prussian, 
however, demand has been geteady, 
though prices have hardly been satis- 
factory. Soluble has been moving 
with more freedom, and is rather 
firmer, and ultramarine has been un- 
usually active for the season. The 
paint trade has consumed fair propor- 
tions, and other consuming industries 
have been active buyers, but prices 
continue low. 

BROWNS, 

Domestic umbers and siennas have 
hardly been so active during the past 
week, as grinders’ wants have been at 
least fairly well supplied, and they ere

market. Values, notwithstanding, have 
been well maintained. Foreign browns, 
on the other hand, have been rather 
slow in golng into consumption, though 
there has been lately but little disposi- 
tion shown to delay contracts. Prices 
maintain the same relative levels. 


GREENS. 

While there is no very great snap to 
the market, chrome greens have been 
moving quite steadily in a Jobbing way 
for several weeks. There have been no 
heavy sales, and none are now expect- 
ed before the end of the year, but in 
the aggregate the volume of small bus- 
iness mounts up well, and the season 
on the whole will show good returns. 
Prices are steady at unchanged figures, 


YELLOWS. 

CHROMBE.—tTrade has not been dull, 
and even a slight improvement might 
be traced as a result of the week’s 
business, especially to outside points, 
where consuming industries have been 
somewhat more active buyers. Locally 
there was no material change in con- 
ditions, which are on the whole steady. 
Prices are well maintained at old cur- 
rent figures. 

OCHER.—The common grades have 
shown considerable activity, due to a 
desire on the part of Western consum- 
ers to secure their stocks before the 
winter freight rates set in at the close 
of navigation, Locally, however, trade 
in common has been slow on the whole 
and attracted little attention. The bet- 
ter grades, both foreign and domestic, 
have moved fairly well, considerable 
quantities going to interior points upon 
previous contracts. Prices remain as 
formerly quoted as follows: Rochelle, 
1%@2c.; golden, 3%@4c., and domestic 
common, $10@15 per ton. 

Metallic Paints. 


Except for contracts, the market is 
inclined to quietness for all grades of 
metallic oxides. As usual, however, be- 
fore the close of navigation there has 
been somewhat of a rush to get off the 
balance due upon contracts at interlor 
points, and this has given rather a 
lively tone to the market. Locally, 
however, the reverse has rather been 
the case, and only a jobbing business 
to meet light current requirements has 
resulted. Export trade continues well 
up, however, and for certain well 
known brands the season will leave 
nothing to be desired. Prices are re- 
peated: Red, $16.50@20.00, and brown, 
$19@21. 

Mixed Paint. 

As predicted in our last issue, the 
mixed paint market could not stand the 
strain of long continued advances in 
linseed oil and other raw materials. 
Prices were therefore advanced on all 
standard grades by the larger local 
manufacturers ten cents a gallon, or 
generally from $1.15 to $1.25. So far 
the season has at least been moderate 
and while there has been no rush to 
buy, grinders have little to complain of. 
The market is firm at the advance, 
though in rare instances some belated 
orders were allowed through on old 


figures. 
Colors in Oil, 


The advance reported in mixed paints 


sume cause, and standard brands were 
advanced a full 10 per cent., necessitat- 
ing some changes iu even price current 
lists with wide ranges of value. De- 
mand has recently been fair and, not- 
withstanding the advance, a good busi- 
ness is looked for before the close of 
the year. 
Miscellaneous. 

BARYTES.— Fall orders are being 
gradually filled up by the completion 
of old current contracts, and the mar- 
ket shows signs of easing up somewhat 
in volume of business. Prices are with- 
out quotable change. 

CHALK.—The market is somewhat 
easier, there being less pressure to buy 
upon the larger consumers, who have 
had their wants fairly well supplied for 
the season. Prices, however, are main- 
tained upon the same basis of 2.60@2.70 
for quantities. 

CHINA CLAY.—There was no very 
heavy demand during the week, but as 
stocks are exceptionally light the mar- 
ket was more than proportionately firm, 
though demand has not yet been such 
as to warrant a change in prices, which 
remain as formerly quoted. 

FULLER'S EARTH.—Comparatively 
little interest is taken in the market. 
Stocks in dealers and importers’ hands 
are light, and therefore, in spite of the 
little business doing, concessions from 
former prices are not to be freely had. 

PUTTY.—The market for the time 
being is rather barren of feature. 
There is no new business and contract 
orders have been well taken up. Inter- 
est, therefore, is light and prices re- 
main upon the basis of old current 
values. 

TALC.—There is no improvement in 
the situation and the market is as bar- 
ren of fine qualities as previously re- 
ported. Italian talc is especially hard 
to get and commands full figures. 
Domestic is in good demand and firm 
in proportionate ratio with the im- 
ported. 

TERRA ALBA.—A moderately active 
market may be again reported without 
other special feature. Prices are well 
maintained, but without quotable 
change.. 

WHITING.—Heavy = _ shipments to 
meet contract orders before the close of 
navigation and adoption of winter 
rates have made the market very ac- 
tive, but not unusually so for the sea- 
son of year. Manufacturers have been 
taxed to meet the demand and goods 
are still being rushed forward to in- 
terior points by lake and rail. Local- 
ly, trade is inclined to be quiet. We re- 
port old former quotations: Commercial, 
42@52c.; gilders, 56@58c.; American 
paris, 66@76c., and English cliffstone, 
75c@$1.20. 

Glue. 

There has been a fairly good demand 
for all grades except, perhaps, the low 
grade bone glues, and even these have 
been in fairly good request. Hide stocks 
have been moving freely and are held 
without concession, while foreign 
makes are somewhat slow. 

Varnish Gums. 

That at least one Eastern concern 
has considerable confidence in the fu- 
ture was shown in a single sale of 1,506

| cases Kauri assorted grades, mostly 1 
2 and 3, and some cross grades, at cur- 
rent quotations.

IRON 


The situation is but little, if at all, 
changed, and the market continues 
quiet, without exciting particular inter- 
est. From all accounts, the manufac- 
turers are gradually overcoming the 
difficulties of the labor question and 
are turning out good glass in moder- 
ate quantities, New glass comes grad- 
ually into this market in quantities too 
small to suit the jobbers, who are still 
held back to a considerable extent upon 
old contracts. However, things might 
be worse and now seem likely to right 
themselves, especially now that there 
is a definite idea as to prices. With 
foreign glass, however, the situation is 
far from satisfactory, nor does there 
seem much immediate chance for a 
betterment. Stocks of foreign glass are 
very much reduced, and Belgian mak-

Corn Oil in Cottonseed Oil.* 


The kernels of maize contain to the 
extent of 20 per cent, a yellow oil, which 
is produced in considerable quantities 
in America. The oil is employed in the 
manufacture of soap, for lighting, as 
a lubricant and also recently in making 
culinary oils. 

Last year a lot of cotton seed oil was 
rejected at Trieste on the ground that 
it was adulterated with maize oil. As 
chemical literature throws no light on 
this kind of falsification, we have been 
led to study more closely cottonseed 
oil, pure and mixed with maize oil, be- 
fore expressing an opinion. Two sam- 
ples of maize oil and four samples of 
pure cottonseed oil have been procured 
from America and _ submitted to 
analysis. These are the results:—

These figures represent the average 
of two determinations. The essential 
differences between cottonseed oil and 
maize oil is to be found in the iodine 
index, and in the point of fusion of the 
fatty acids. 


As to the other values, as the index 
of refraction and the heating accord- 
ing to Maumene, they give no precise 
indication, the mixture of the two oils 
behaving much like the oils separately. 
The iodine index of the mixtures rises 
in direct ratio with the proportion of

From these ¢xperiments it follows 
that the addition of 25 per cent. of 
maize oil to cottonseed oil does not 
materially modify the iodine indica- 
tion or the point of fusion of the fatty 
acids, and that it is consequently im- 
possible to reveal an adulteration based 
on these tests. 


The adulteration in question seems 
highly improbable when the price of 
maize oil is taken into consideration, it 
being higher than that of cottonseed 
oil. However, recourse might be had 
to such adulteration to lower the point 
of solidification of cottonseed oil, for 
the oils denominated “winter oils’’ are 
sought after and command a good 
price. 


Whn maize oil is added to a cotton- 
seed oil rich in stearine, which always 
has a feeble iodine index than an oil 
poor in stearine, equal parts of the two 
oils can be taken, without the iodine 
index of the mixture being inferior to 
that of the cottonseed oil. 


Maize oil does not give the Becchi re- 
action. For this reason it is not im- 
possible to detect the adulteration. 


The taste and odor of the suspected 
oil do not afford any reliable indica- 
tion. Cottonseed oil is extracted from 
heated seed has a taste and odor simi- 
lar to those of roasted maize. On the 
other hand, it is easy to prepare maize 
oil free from odor. 


On mixing the oil with ether, and ad- 
ding afterwards five volumes of 95 per 
cent. alcohol, an emulsion is obtained, 
which, left to itself, allows an oily layer 
to be deposited. On filtering the alco- 
holic etherized layer, and drawing off 
the dissolvents, a residue is obtained, 
which, in case the cottonseed oil has 
been adulterated with maize oil, pre- 
sents the characteristic odor of roasted 
maize. However, very fresh maize oil 
does not afford this reaction. 


The acid index of pure cottonseed oil 
is usually very feeble, and this oil does 
not readily grow rancid. Maize oil is 
more easily oxidized. The abnormal 
proportion of free fatty acids in cotton- 
seed oil may, also, be considered as de- 
noting an addition of maize oil.

Sales were made early in the 
week in Texas at 234%@24c., and later, 
24%c, was paid for December-January, 
as the mills generally are well sold up 
for November. In the Valley a fair 
demand is reported and sales have 
been made at 25@25%c., but the mills 
apparently are reluctant sellers at 
these figures, as most of them gener- 
ally ask 254%@26c. There were several 
sales in the Atlantic mostly for Novem- 
ber at 25c., but later buyers reduced | 
their bids from % to Ilc., as seed was 
coming in more freely at from $13 up- 
ward, as to freight rates, with more 
harmony among seed buyers. The 
same conditions prevail in the Valley 
and Texas. While this is a general 
outline of the crude market, the con- 
ditions of the refined product do not 
appear to harmonize with crude, Early 
in the week sales of prime yellow were 
made from January to May at 33c., and 
later for November-December at 32%c., 
and at the close it was hard to obtain 
the bid of 32c. for further lots for 
January forward. As our cables show 
the foreign markets are all demoral- 
ized and range from 1 to 2c. below 
this market for all grades of oil. This 
may be accounted for by the free offer- 
ings at New Orleans and Galveston of 
prime oil at 31c., and off yellow at 30c., 
with ocean freights only a slight ad- 
vance over those at this port. In fact 
it is reported that sales of prime yel- 





low have been made for November- 
March at 30c. f. o. b. Galveston, though 
3lc. is generally asked. This is food 
for reflection for the Atlantic refiners 
who are holding for more money, and 
thus let the Valley and Texas refiners 
pick up the “plums” in form of export 
orders. Unless there is a rapid advance 
in lard to change buyers’ views, we 
see nothing in the situation to prevent 
lower prices during the month, as the 
deliveries will be large, bought mostly 
in September around 29%@31c., but 
who declined to sell when the m@rket 
was around 35 to 36c. for November. 
Possibly after election is over there 
may be an upward movement in lard 
and tallow, all of which may be re- 
flected in a stronger market for cot- 
ton oil, but unless foreign buyers take 
hold, this advance, should it come, will 
only be of a short duration, as oil all 
the while is accumulating at the mills 
and some of them will be obliged to 
sell for the sake of storage room. 
There have been several bids of 30c. 
loose for a good bleaching oil delivered 
in this section, but so far they have 
been turned down, the mills holding 
for 32c., but with November selling at 
32%c. for barrels, 30c. is a fair price. 
There is no market to-day, as the day 
is given over to politics and the parade, 
The sales reported indicate how dull 
trade has been.

TRADE ITEMS. 


The most valuable grain cargo ever 
carried on the Great Lakes is being 
loaded in Duluth by the new steamer 
Howard Shaw. The Shaw is loading 
260,000 bushels of flaxseed for Buffalo, 
and the flax is insured for $1.80 per 
bushel. This would make the total 
value of the cargo $468,000, which is by 
all odds the most valuable grain ship- 
ment ever carried on the Lakes. The 
vessel is valued at $350,000. The loss of 
the vessel and cargo, therefore, would 
mean a loss of more than $818,000.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—The 
market was particularly quiet all week 
and trading uneventful.

There 
was more than usual inquiry for good 
clean BE, F and G, which are none too 
plentiful in this market and at Savan- 
nah, Pales are also scarce and in ex- 
cellent request. The market, on the 
whole, is particularly firm, and no con- 
cessions are obtainable from current 
quotations, which are unchanged from 
the prevailing figures of the previous 
week.

week on the oGvernment’s demurrer, 
which was sustained by the court in a 
brief opinion handed down on Wednes- 
day. 

As stated in these dispatches last 
week, the demurrer is the Govern- 
ment’s defense in the lower court 
against the re-opening of an _ issue 
which the Attorney-General claims 
was definitely settled by the U. 8S. Su- 
preme Court in the Dunlap case. This 
method of bringing the case to an is- 
sue was anticipated by counsel for the 
claimants, who have had no expecta- 
tion of securing a reversal of the ad- 
verse verdict in the Court of Claims, 
but who have sought only to bring the 
matter again before the U. S. Supreme 
Court in a new case which would be 
stronger in certain features than the 
Dunlap case. 

The case was formally submitted on 
Monday by Mr. C. C. Binney, assistant 
attorney in the Department of Justice, 
who defended the Dunlap case for the 
Government. In a brief statement of 
the case Mr. Binney said that from the 
Government’s standpoint it raised no 
issues except those that had been ruled 
upon by both the Court of Claims and 
the U., 8S. Supreme Court in the Dun- 
lap case and adversely. decided by 
both tribunals. The Supreme Court 
had held that rebates were not paya- 
ble because the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury had not made regulations for the 
use of alcohol under section 61, which 
the Court held to be a condition pre- 
cedent to the accruing of any liability 
on the part of the Government to re- 
fund the internal revenue tax. The 
case at bar presented, Mr. Binney 
said, no new issue, and hence the At- 
torney-General had filed a demurrer 
upon which the Court of Claims was 
asked to dismiss it. The formal de- 
murrer as presented on behalf of the 
Attorney-General was a very brief 
document reciting in a few lines the 
point made by Mr. Binney, and pray- 
ing that the petition of the claimants 
be dismissed for the reasons stated. 
The claimants were represented in 
court by Messrs. George A. and Will- 
iam B. King, who were also counsel in 
the Dunlap case. At their request, Mr. 
Binney told the court that both the 
Government and the claimants would 
be glad to have the matter disposed 
of as soon as possible and the court 
following the precedents in such cases 
at once took the demurrer under ad- 
visement. 

No time will be lost in getting the 
second test case before the Supreme 
Court. The first step will be the prep- 
aration of the formal record in the 
Court of Claims which will be certified 
up in the course of a few weeks. The 
presentation of the case on appeal in 
the Supreme Court will be made as 
early as possible, after which counsel 
for the claimants will file their brief 
which will be followed by the Attor- 
ney-General’s brief in defense. The 
case will then be ready for argument 
as soon as it can be reached. 

There is much speculation here as 
to whether the case can be brought to 
trial at the present term of the court, 
but it cannot be said that the outlook 
























































is encouraging. As intimated in these‘ 


dispatches last week, it is not the 
practice of the Attorney-General after 
the Government has succeeded in win- 
ning a test case to co-operate with the 
claimant in expediting the considera- 
tion of similar issues in the Supreme 
Court. The Attorney-General united 
with counsel for claimants in a motion 
to advance the Dunlap case, which re- 
sulted in an early hearing, but the 
case having been disposed of, the Gov- 
ernment is in position to claim that no 
occasion exists for hastening a second 
trial of the same issue. A strong point 
made by counsel for the claimants in 
the Dunlap case in favor of advancing 
that case for argument was the fact 
that the Government had a strong in- 
terest in the prompt adjudication of 
the issue, because of the difficulty that 
would be encountered by the Depart- 
ment of Justice in securing proof in 
defense of the Government’s conten- 
tions with reference to individual 
claims that might be filed from time 
to time, The greater the delay the 
greater the difficulty of securing the 
evidence necessary to protect the Gov- 
ernment against the allowance of im- 










involving the 
right of manufacturers who used alco- 
hol under section 61 of the Wilson act 
to recover rebates of the internal rev- 
which was 
brought by the American Aristotype 
Company, was formally submitted in 
the Court of Claims on Monday of this 
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proper claims. To some extent this 
argument still holds good, for if the 
claimants ultimately win a victory in 
the second test case the sooner the 
fact is known the better for the Gov- 
ernment as well as the claimants, as 
refunds can then be made on the basis 
of easily accessible proof. 

The approach of the session of Con- 
gress, which will begin within the 
next thirty days, has greatly stimu- 
lated the influx of communications 
from alcohol claimants who are now 
addressing themselves chiefly to the 
Senate Finance Committee, rather 
than to the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, urging the passage of the Platt- 
Russell bill on the ground that such 
refunds cannot be regarded as gratui- 
ties in view of the facts. Extracts 
from a few of these communications 


follow:— 

Charles Cooper & Co., New York.—As 
manufacturers on a large scale of stand- 
ard chemicals we wish to submit the fol- 
lowing facts in relation to our claim for 
rebates under section 61 of the revenue 
law of 1894: 1. We manufactured a large 
quantity of ether from tax paid alcohol 
between August 28, 1894, when section 61 
went into effect, and June 3, 1896, when 
that section was repealed. 2, This ether 
was used in the manufacture of photo- 
graphic paper by the firm to whom it 
was sold, we agreeing to pay them the 
rebate on the alcohol used, when re- 
ceived from the government. 3. That, as 
is well known to the trade, in expecta- 
tion that the rebates would be paid as 
provided for by the law, said manufac- 
turers of photographic paper made very 
large reductions in the price of their 
product. This reduction, after allowing 
for cost of collecting the rebate and in- 
terest during the five years that the 
amount has been withheld through the 
failure of Secretary Carlisle to issue reg- 
ulations, placed the selling price of such 
photographic paper on about an untaxed 
alcohol basis. 

The Arlington Chemical Co., Yonkers, 
N. Y¥.—We beg to submit the following 
statement of facts in relation to our 
claim for rebate of the tax on alcohol 
used by us in the arts while section 61 
of the revenue act of August 28, 1894, was 
on the statute book. As manufacturers 
of standard pharmaceuticals we used a 
large quantity of alcohol in our industry, 
expecting to receive the rebates which 
section 61 of the revenue act of 1894 
provided should be paid to us, We were 
so confident that the law_would be faith- 
fully carried out by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, that we reduced the prices of 
our products, for the sole reason that we 
relied on the government's plainly ex- 
pressed contract to refund the internal 
revenue tax on the alcohol used. In this 
connection we would direct attention to 
the fact that the revenue act of 1894 in- 
creased the tax on alcohol from 9 cents 
to $1.10 per proof gallon, equal to 37 cents 

r gallon of commercial alcohol. This 
nereased tax was paid by us, thus add- 
ing largely to the cost of our products, 
but, as above stated, we not only did 
not advance the prices of our goods, but 
materially reduced them. This was done 
generally by other manufacturers of the 
same kind of articles in which alcohol 
is an important raw material. Even when 
Secretary Carlisle assumed the power to 
nullify a tax law of Congress, and re- 
fused to issue regulations, as required 
by the law, we did not advance our prices 
to correspond with the increased cost of 
alcohol, as eminent attorneys advised 
that, under all previous rulings of the 
Supreme Court, the government would 
ultimately be required by the courts to 
refund the rebates to which we became 
entitled while the law was in force. We 
would therefore submit that unless Con- 
gress now legislates so as to set aside 
the technical defense sustained by the 
Supreme Court in the Dunlap case, a 
heavy financial loss will be inflicted on 
us through failure to recover the rebates 
to which we are justly entitled, and 
which were given us by a law of Con- 
gress. There is not the slightest doubt 
that by section 6 Congress provided that 
we should receive rebates of the internal 
revenue tax on alcohol used in the arts. 
That law was _ in force twenty-one 
months, but we have not receiv one 
cent of the rebates which the law said 
should be paid us, because an executive 
officer arrogated to himself the power to 
set aside a law duly enacted by Congress. 
We trust that such action by a public 
officer should not meet with the approval 
of any member of Congress, but that 
Senate bill 228 will be promptly enacted, 
both as a matter of simple justice to all 
the manufacturers interested, and as a 
declaration that thé laws of Congress are 
meant to be strictly enforced. In request- 
ing the support of your honorable Com- 
mittee for this bill, we do not appeal for 
legislative favor, but simply and solely 
for that exact justice and equity to which 
every citizen is entitled under the Consti- 
tution and laws. We contend that the 
government should treat us in good faith, 
and that Congress should enable us to 
press our claims before the highest legal 
tribunal without being met by the tech- 
nical and doubtful defense that negli- 
gonpe on the part of an officer of the 

overnment to enforce laws passed by 
Congress, can destroy rights given by 
such laws, The essential question in- 
volved is not complicated, and resolves 
itself into the simple query, shall or shall 
not the great Government of the United 
States pay to certain of its citizens sums 
solemnly acknowledged by Congress to 

due and payable, or, on the other 
hand, shali the nation repudiate its just 
and legal obligations? One point to which 
your attention is especially called as an 
example of the loss which will be sus- 
tained by us, unless we are eventually 
aid amounts due as rebates, is as fol- 
ows: Previous to the enactment of sec- 
tion 61 of the Wilson tariff act we used 
imported alcohol in the manufacture of 
our goods for export to foreign countries, 
in order that the import tax paid on 
same might be refunded to us as draw- 
back. When, however, section 61 became 
legally operative we used domestic alco- 
hol, relying on the law and the good 
faith of the Government to refund to us 
the amounts paid as tax on same. The 
amount represented by this tax is con- 
sequently a complete loss to us unless 


























































































































































the Government eventually makes good 
its promises to refund as rebates the 
amounts paid into the Treasury under 
the distinct understanding that same 
should ultimately be refunded. 

Freytag & Peeler Co., Philadelphia, Pa. 
—We wish to briefly set before your Com- 
mittee the facts relating to the effect 
upon our industry of the enactment of 
section 61 of the revenue act of 1894. Im- 
mediately upon the passage of said act 
we examined the same carefully, and 
finding that section 61 of the act provided 
that a rebate of the internal revenue tax 
should be paid on alcohol used in the 
arts and medicinal and like compounds, 
we relied upon receiving such rebate, 
and made no advance in our prices, al- 
though forced to pay nearly 40 cents more 
per commercial gallon for the aicohol 
used by us, on account of the increased 
tax levied by the act. In many cases 
where large quantities of alcohol were 
used in medicinal preparations we re- 
duced our prices, by reason of our faith 
in the Government carrying out the pro- 
visions for a rebate as promised by the 
law. As a result of the Government's 
failure to refund the tax for the period 
that section 61 was law we have suffered 
a severe financial loss, and would there- 
fore earnestly request that Congress 
should enact Senate bill 2283, so that we, 
may be enabled to recover the rebates 
to which we are justly entitled. 

Parmelee Drug Co., Norwich, N. Y.— 
We are among the manufacturers inter- 
ested in Senate bill 2283, and wish to 
state that our claim for rebates on al- 
cohol used by us under section 61 of the 
tariff law of 1894 is equitable, and should 
be paid by the Government for the fol- 
lowing reasons: (1) That notwithstand- 
ing the Wilson tariff increased the tax on 
the alcohol used by us nearly 40 cents 
per gallon, we did not increase the prices 
on our goods. (2) That heavy special 
taxes have been laid on our industry for 
more than two years by the war revenue 
law, and these taxes have béen borne by 
us and not added to the prices of our 
goods. We think it only simple justice 
that since the Government compels us to 
pay a special war tax, it ought to pay 
its just debt to us. 

Globe Varnish Manufacturing Co., 
Pittsburgh, Pa.—The equity of our claim 
for rebate of tax on alcohol used by us 
from August 28, 1894, to June 3, 1896, is 
based upon the fact that during said 
time, in expectancy of a rebate on same, 
we did not make any advance in the 
price; and also in many cases used grain 
alcohol where some vwunraxed solvent 
would have answered the purpose as 
well, The refunding of this claim would 
not be a bonus, but merely a rebate such 
as_we anticipated receiving. 

Tweed Liniment Co., Chelsea, Mass.— 
In connection with our claim aganst the 
United States Government for rebate on 
alcohol used in the manufacture of pro- 
prietary medicine from August 28, 1894, 
to June 3, 1896, we wish to state that we 
made reductions in the selling prices of 
our goods in expectation that the rebate 
would be paid to us upon satisfactory 
proof of the amount of alcohol we had 
used during the time the law was in 
force. We kept records of the use of al- 
cohol in our laboratory while section 61 
of the Wilson law was in force, and can 
prove that we complied with the law so 
far as we were concerned. We do not 
think that we should have to stand the 
loss caused by the Government’s failure 
to pay us the rebates, merely because 
Secretary Carlisle did not perform his 
duty and issue regulations as required 
by law. 

Alex. Fries & Bro.’s Chemical Works, 
Cincinnati, Ohio.—Referring to the bill to 
allow the United States Courts to pass 
upon the claims for rebate of the tax 
on alcohol under section 61 of the revenue 
act of 1894, we infer that it is believed 
by some members of Congress that the 
taxes which these manufacturers seek to 
recover were all added to the prices of 
their goods. We can assure you that 
this is not true of our claim, which is 
for rebates on alcohol used in the manu- 
facture of essences and extracts, of 
which the alcohol is an important raw 
material. When the tax was increased 
nearly 40 cents per gallon of commercial 
alcohol by the Wilson law we would have 
been compelled to increase the prices of 
many of our products, were it not that 
we took for granted that the tax would 
be refunded, and so did not in any case 
raise our prices. Should our claim for 
rebate not be allowed it will, therefore, 
represent quite a heavy financial loss to 


us. 
Theodore Metcalf Co., Boston, Mass.— 
As regards our claim for rebate on the 
alcohol used in manufactures during the 
time section 61 of the act of August 28, 
1894, was in force, we would say that 
although we notified the collector of in- 
ternal revenue of this district that we 
were using alcohol in the manufacture 
of medicinal and other like compounds, 
we were unable to obtain any regulations 
or instructions from him to be observed 
in its use, Feeling that we were justly 
entitled to the rebates allowed by this 
act, we kept a careful record of all the 
alcohol used in such manufacture, and 
notwithstanding the large increase in the 
tax, did not advance the price of any of 
our manufactures, relying on the good 
faith of the Government to fulfill its 
promise. As we have so far been unable 
to recover the amount due us, through 
the decision by a bare majority of the 
Supreme Court that the failure of a Gov- 
ernment officer to carry out a law de- 
stroys rights given by the law, we trust 
that Senate bill 2283 will be duly enacted 
by Congress, so that we may receive the 
rebates to which we are entitled. 
National Remedy Co., New York.—We 
beg to state that as manufacturers of 
chemicals and standard medicinal prep- 
arations we are interested in the enact- 
ment of Senate bill No. 2283, introduced 
by Hon. O. H. Platt, of Connecticut. In 
reference to our claim for rebates under 
section 61 of the revenue act of 1894, we 
would submit that at the time of the 
enactment of that law we were about to 
advance the prices of our products, owing 
to a large increase in the cost of the 
materials composing the same, but aban- 
doned the idea when convinced by the 
passage of section 61 that we would re- 
ceive, tax free, alcohol for our industry. 
We, therefore, made no increase in our 
prices while that section of the revenue 
act of 1894 was in force, although that 
law increased the cost of our alcohol 
nearly 40 cents per commercial gallon. 
The result was that during the period 
that the free alcohol law was in effect 
we sold our products at much lower 








prices than would otherwise have been 
the case, In confirmation of this state- 
ment we can show that after the repeal 
of section 61 we advanced the prices of 
our preparations to the trade, to cover 
the higher cost of our materials. As the 
failure of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue regulations for refunding to us 
the rebates which the law said we sheuld 
receive has caused us a direct loss, we 
trust that Congress will enact the Dbitik 
introduced by Hon. O. H. Platt, provid- 
ing that we can have our claim passed 
upon by the United States Courts. 

Searle & Hereth Co., Chicago, IlL—In 
our business of manufacturing fluid ex- 
tracts and other pharmaceuticals we are 
obliged to use a large quantity of grain 
alcohol. When the revenue law of 1894, 
particularly section 61, was enacted, we 
believed that its provisions would be car- 
ried out. Therefore, we did not increase 
the list price of any of our goods, al- 
though the cost on alcohol was increased 
38 cents per gallon. Secondly, when we 
issued our next price list we not only 
reduced the prices of many of our fluid 
extracts, but more particularly did we 
sell bulk goods at much lower prices than 
we could have done had we not believed 
that the provisions of section 61 would 
be carried out. We thus incurred consid- 
erable losses which would not have 
otherwise happened, and as alcohol con- 
stitutes so large a proportion of the first 
cost of the majority of our products, our 
loss has been a very large one. We fur- 
ther wish to call your attention to the 
fact that we are not only paying this 
tax on the alcohol used in so many of 
our products, but we are also paying ad- 
ditional, and, therefore, double tax in the 
way of proprietary stamps, i. e., we use 
a large amount of alcohol in our breath 
cachous, violets, and in addition thereto 
pay a proprietary tax of 6% cents, or 
8.38 per cent. per box, for which we only 
receive from the jobbing trade 74% cents, 
and on many other preparations we pay 
a tax which amounts to from 4 to 7 per 
cent. of the price received by us from 
the trade. On none of these have we in- 
creased the selling price since the law 
became effective. In view of the above 
we wish to add our voice to the many 
strong requests that you use your in- 
fluence toward the enactment of Senate 
bill 2283 which will allow us _to have our 
claim passed upon by the United States 
Courts.

Prospecting for Petroleum im the 
Philippines, 

Iloilo, P. I., Sept. 9, 1900. 


Among other new products of the 
Philippines is petroleum. Since the ar- 
rival of the Americans, about two years 
ago, there has been considerable ac- 
complished towards the locating of 
mines and mineral productions of the 
islands with the result that at the pres- 
ent time there are several organiza- 
tions searching for paying indications 
of petroleum. In some instances the 
promoters report good success. The 
southern portion of Luzon affords 4 
good field for operations and numbers 
of interested parties are operating in 
that section of the archipelago. 

There have been some extensive min- 
ing companies formed in America re- 
cently for the express purpose of oper- 
ating the mineral wealth of the Philip- 
pines, and most of these companies 
now have their men in the field pros- 
pecting. The prospecting for gold, sil- 
ver, lead, copper, coal and other min- 
erals is progressing very favorably and 
in some places the miners are already 
deriving rich returns. In the island of 
Bataan they have located rich deposits 
of coal, from which they are now tak- 
ing the product in large quantities and 
shipping it to other points in the 
islands for consumption. The great de- 
mand for coal tar in the islands has in- 
duced some of the concerns to make an 
attempt at gas making solely for the 
purpose to secure the coal tar, as the 
latter brings very high prices, it being 
used in the shipping and in the finish- 
ing of portions of houses which it is 
desired to make water tight. There 
are also large demands for the coal tar 
for use in the finishing of insect proof 
packages. In the operation of the nu- 
merous mines, some of which have al- 
ready begun to pay profitably, the in- 
terested parties frequently undertake 
‘to carry on other business in connec- 
tion therewith. One of the most profit- 
able side issues has been that concern- 
ing the locating and working of paying 
deposits of petroleum. The outfit for 
prospecting for petroleum in the Philip- 
pines is usually crude, but the surface 
indications are ordinarily plain and 
when once seen there can be no mis- 
taking of the valuable product. Petro- 
leum has increased value here owing to 
the fact that it has been shipped to 
these islands since the beginning of 
Spanish occupation. For over 200 years 
the natives have failed to take any ad- 
vantage whatever of the oil supplies of 
the Philippines, and even now they are 
paying outrageous values for the il- 
luminating oils which are being re- 
ceived from China, Russia and other 
countries in packages. These packages 
invariably leak badly and by the time 
the oil reaches the consumer he is pay- 
ing a large price for it. The prospectors 
for petroleum in these islands have um- 
til recently been miners who were 
working gold, silver and other mines,

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and accidentally ran upon the oil de- 
posits. In some cases they merely use 
the illuminating oils for purposes of 
providing light for their own works and 
make no attempt to market the valu- 
able product, there being more money 
in the yellow metal.” In cases where 
foreign concerns have undertaken to 
get at the valuable oil products of the 
country some advancement has been 
made. 

Plants have been put in on a small 
scale and in some cases quite good 
sums of money have been invested. 

WHERE FOUND. 

Surface indications of the presence of 
petroleum in the Philippines consist of 
unaltered rocks, sandstones, shales 
burned to a reddish color, residue from 
mineral springs, natural gases, petro- 
leum spring oils, porous rocks saturated 
with bitumen, rocks filled with bitu- 
men, subsidences, fumaroles and black 
silified shales. These indications have 
been located in the islands of Panay, 
Gimeras, Middanoa, Negros and Cebu. 

Your correspondent had the privilege 
of visiting nearly all of these islands, 
as they are not far apart and are in 
the southern portion of the group, with 
army transports or private shipping 
plying between them constantly. From 
Panay to Gimeras, for instance, it was 
only thirty minutes’ sail in a sail boat, 
the shores of the islands being so close 
together as to form little more than a 
wide river between. Many of the other 
islands are the same way, so that a 
number of the mining companies find 
no difficulty in operating a series of 


mines in each of the islands. The 
above mentioned indications of the 
presence of petroleum oils have been 


found in free supply in the interior of 
Panay, and at present the miners en- 
gaged in other pursuits find time to 
prospect for the oil, and in some cases 
work the same. It has been found out 
by the Philippine prospectors that it 
will not pay to operate in the meta- 
morphic rocks, as when found here it 
is a secondary deposit. I have seen 
considerable money expended and time 
lost here by parties trying to get oil in 
quantities from deposits of this kind, 
only to failin the end. The prospectors 
who have confined their operations to 
the wumaltered rocks, however, have 
usually had some success and in several 
instances have made a good thing out 
of it. In this country the color of the 
bitumens, and which are usually 
plainly seen on the surface, is a soiled 
brown, bluish or jet black. 
Prospectors have often made the mis- 
take of working in a spot without mak- 
ing the proper tests and have failed to 
secure the results sought for. A num- 
ber of discharged soldiers, for example, 
have to my knowledge wasted their 
savings and lost considerable time by 
working on their own account at some 
point where they believed oil was pres- 
ent, only to find out otherwise after 
considerable labor and expenditure. 
One case I am aware of was in which 
an ex-sergeant who mustered out here 
with about $700 gold which he invested 
in the outfit for working an illuminat- 
ing oil deposit in the interior of Panay. 
Before he discovered that he was on 
the wrong track, his money was gone 
and the outfit he put in is worthless, 
PRECAUTIONS TAKEN BY TEST. 
Bitumen can be distinguished from 
other minerals by tests. Often bitumen 
is mistaken for other minerals and vice 
versa. In some of the mining sections 
I met with men who at first mistook 
certain vegetable deposits, manganese, 
coal, iron and other deposits for bitu- 
men. The prospector should distinguish 


the difference by the taste and odor, if | 


other means are not at hand. The ma- 
terial can be melted in a flame, using 
a common candle, and if it is bitumen, 
there will be a distinguishable odor. 
Iron and manganese, which are often 
conflicted with bitumen in the Philip- 
pines, do not fuse, and vegetable and 
coal materials burn without fusion, as 
is known. If the prospectors have bi- 
sulphide of carbon or turpentine at 
hand these will be found to be useful 
in making tests of bitumen. Most of 
the prospectors who are going into the 
hills or valleys of the Philippines for 
the purpose of locating rich deposits 
worthy of working now carry with 
them small bottles of turpentine, bi- 
sulphide of carbon and chloroform, dis- 
tributing the bottles among the party 
so that in the event of one or more be- 
ing lost or broken, some will be left 
to work with. 

In addition, they carry with them a 
larger bottle in which the materials to 
be tested can be placed and agitated 
for tests, for it is impossible to find 
any supplies or articles of the right 


kind in the interior of any of the 
islands of the Philippines. One has 
trouble in getting what he _ requires

dinary. However, since the rapid 
strides of the mining interests of the 
Philippines enterprising parties have 
found it profitable to put in supplies 
for miners, with the result that in Ma- 
nila and Iloilo one can purchase at 
moderate values nearly the entire 
equipment required to prospect for 
mineral, vegetable and other deposits 
in the hills. 

When testing for petroleum at the 
selected points, if a blackish brown so- 
lution is formed in the little glass ves- 
Sel in which the agitation is going on 
with the solvents above referred to, 
the substance in process of determina- 
tion is bitumen.

These solvents do not 
least iron, coal, manganese 
table matter in general. 


FOUND FLOATING ON THE STREAMS. 
Your correspondent visited several 
places where the petroleum could be 
seen floating on the surface of the 
small streams. The prismatic colors 
were readily distinguishable and there 
was no mistaking the presence of the 
oils. Still all pools, streams, brooks 
and other bodies of water which are 
supposed to contain petroleum should 
receive the series of tests laid out be- 
fore an attempt is made to work the 
same. I recollect that in one case 
on Mindanoa a concern invested $3,000 
in gold in a plant to secure oils from 
a pool on which the oils were evidently 
visible. Later it was found that these 
apparent indications of petroleum were 
in reality compounds of iron floating 
on the surface of the water. Such 
compound often reveal themselves in 
iridescent colors just like oils and de- 
ceive the uninitiated. The first thing 
sure that the scum 
floating on the surface of the water is 
oil. The test is very simple and con- 
sists merely of taking a long stick and 
breaking the scum. If the compound 
floating smoothly on the surface is 
scattered into irregular fragments by 
the action of the waters, it may be 
safely assumed that the deposits are 
If oil, the scum will 
form in ribs and bands of regular por- 
tions and in varied colors, very differ- 
ent from the first mode, and the differ- 
ence can be easily detected after any 
one has seen both kinds so as to draw 
the comparison. In the words of one 
of the miners, “the iron deposits break 
like metal, while the oil deposits 
spread out like scummy rubber bands.” 
GASES COME FORTH. 

Another good indication of the pres- 
ence of oil deposits in the pools is that 
gases are frequently noticed as com- 
ing forth from the waters. I saw sev- 
eral oil wells from which volumes of 
gases emerged. The gases can be seen 
emerging from the lower portion of the 
water, rising in bubbles. I have seen 
prospectors get excited over these in- 
dications and start in to erect a gas 
works for furnishing gases to certain 
of the neighboring cities and towns, 
sending the gases to the desired points 
through clay pipes manufactured for 
the purposes. Three different par- 
ties undertaking this work on the isl- 
and of Panay recently failed and lost 

much money. 
SUBSIDENCES. 
indicative of the 
presence of petroleum, but as a rule 
the oil is heavy in grade. The reason 
for this is that the fractured character 
of the earthy substances permits the 
escape of the volatile portions of the 
oil, resulting in losing an important 
part of the latter. This is the cause of 
the numerous secondary deposits of oils 
found in burned shales. The prospec-

| tors have been often assisted in their 


work in the Philippines by the fonding 
of minery spring waters. There are 
many of these springs in existence and 
parties who have gone to the moun- 
tains for the purpose of planning to 
carry the water for the springs to some 
locality for purposes of sale, have fin- 
ished by introducing a plant for the 
working of the petroleum oils discov- 
ered in connection therewith. Mineral 
springs in these islands invariably in- 
dicate the presence of bitumens. 
STRATIFIED ROCKS. 

The presence of brown and black de- 
posits in and about the seams of the 
rocks should be treated with the above 
mentioned chemicals for the purpose of 
ascertaining if bitumens are present. 
I know of several miners who have 
found paying deposits of oils in this 
way and have made a good thing out 
of it by working the same. Carburetted 
hydrogen, better known commercially 
as natural gas, is of course the best 
indication possible to find of the pres- 
ence of petroleum oils. Bitumens al- 
ways exist where the natural gases are

The bitumens are always 
found in large quantities where carbur- 
etted hydrogens are present, and it is, 
therefore, well to know of this differ- 
ence in the gases.

well covered, so that the mining bu- 
reau officials know just where 
stand in regards to the papers of own- 
ers which have been in dispute, some 
of them for many years. In some 
cases, where the lands are claimed by 
different parties, arrangements are 
made for the largest owner to buy off 
the smaller ones. 

There is plenty of help available for 
operating the oil properties and the 
Chinese coolie labor can be had at very 
low prices, about ten to twelve cents 
per day. 

The method of getting the 
the markets as at present accomplished 
is by means of bull carts, drag sleds, 
pack animals, and even manual 
power, the latter consisting in Filipinos, 
who carry oil packages of considerable 
weight, one package at each end of a 
stick thrown over the shoulder. These 
fellows have been trained to carry 
heavy weights in this way from child- 
hood and they always travel at a trot, 
covering from eight to ten miles per 
day with ease. They wear only the 
breech cloth, and are therefore not 
hampered with clothes. 

MINING TOOLS AND OUTFIT. 

The necessary outfit of mining tools 
and equipments for carrying on the 
work should be purchased in the United 
States and sent along by express, for 
there is now an express company oOp-

safety articles of tools, etc., from San 
Francisco and New York to the interior 
of all of the islands. I have just re- 
ceived a watch sent by express from 
Boston, and it was delivered to me by 
a native courier, who arrived here in 
the interior of Panay at a point where 
white man never trod before, he hav- 
ing come from Iloilo with express 
packages for Americans and others on 
the island. Recently in Manila and 
Iloilo, and also in one or two places on 
some of the largest of the southern isl- 
ands, storekeepers have put in stocks 
of mining outfits, so that it is possible 
to secure part of equipments here. The 
prices do not seem to be higher than 
they should under the circumstances, 
and in the event of a miner arriving 
here without his outfit, he could man- 
age to put up a fair outfit from what 
he could purchase at the stores of the 
islands.

A study of the comparative move- 


ment of the crops of this and last year 
shows that the heaviest movement of 
the Southwestern crop was a _ full 
month earlier this year than last. The 
Northwestern movement is a full three 
weeks late. The reasons for the early 
Southwestern movement were a fear of 
a big crop and a desire to market the 
flax before prices declined. When 
prices did decline there were rumors 
of a failure of the Northwestern crop 
and farmers held back the remainder 
of their crop for higher prices. By 
the time the prices looked right rains 
in the Southwest prevented farmers 
shipping and the seed has but recently 
been sent forward. The advance that 
came with the withholding of the 
Southwestern crop made the North- 
western farmer anxious to market his 
crop, but he was unable to do so be- 
cause it was yet unthrashed, and he 
could not get it thrashed on account 
of the continued rains. Such farmers 
as defied the weather conditions sent 
in their flax wet and in bad shape, as 
is evidenced by the inspection reports 
at the primary markets. The incen- 
tive for getting the crop forward was 
practically the same for the two years 
—high prices with the probability of a 
later decline. A good idea of the move- 
ment can be gained from the following 
tables of receipts by weeks:—

The Southwestern crop began to 


move this year on July 18 and in the 
two weeks previous to the opening of 
the crop year 262 scattering cars came 
to this market. The movement of the 
early crop from the Southwest was at 
its height Aug. 15. The price had 
dropped lic. by that time and the 
farmers decided to hold for $1.25 or 
over at the farm, equal $1.45 Chicago. 
This figure was reached in early Sep- 
tember, but as above stated, when the 
farmer could get his price he could not 
ship. Some cars were filled in part 
from wagons hauled to the railway 
during rains, which caused the cars to 
grade rejected. The week of October 
10 receipts reached low ebb in Chicago 
for the reasons stated, Then began 
the general movement. The early part 
of the Northwestern crop reached Du- 
luth the first week in September, but 
rains stopped thrashing and receipts 
fell off to October 10, when a spell of 
fine weather allowed thrashing to be 
resumed. The table tells the result. 
The middle West, represented by Min- 
neapolis receipts, assumed prominence 
the first week in September, but in a 
couple of weeks the same difficulty in 
shipping existed as already shown in 
the Southwest. October 10 renewed 
receipts from the middle West were 
augmented by the movement from the 
Northwest and by the middle of Octo- 
ber the crop was in full swing. The 
heaviest receipts from the Southwest- 
ern movement last year were for week 
ended Sept. 13. This year it was Au- 
gust 15. The largest receipts from the 
Northwest at Minneapolis in 1899 were 
for week ended November 15, with 436 
cars. This week Minneapolis received 
-.... The maximum movement at Du- 
luth last year, marking the height of 
the movement of Northwestern seed, 


was 1,434 cars week of October 4, 1,338 
week of October 11, and 1,335 for week 
ended October 17. Under favorable 
weather the present movement should 
continue four weeks without important 
decrease, Duluth may then drop off 100 
cars or more a week until the middle 
of December, when the movement at 
that point will cease. Minneapolis last 
year averaged 300 cars a week in No- 
vember and 150 cars weekly in De- 
cember, In the four months following 
they ranged 35 to 50 cars weekly, and 
only 10 cars weekly average in May, 


June and “July. The Minneapolis 
movement after December 31 was of 
small importance. The _ stacking of 
more or less flax in the Northwest 


may cause an increase in the spring 
receipts from this crop, but with con- 
tinued good weather there, say for two 
weeks, it looks as though the_ seed 
might be pretty well out of the hands 
of the growers before the freeze-up. 
The peculiar problem of rejected seed 
weighing more than a higher grade of 
seed of similar characteristics is wor- 
thy further study. When a moisture 
test was applied and the water in the 
two grades of seed had been evapo- 
rated it was a little puzzling to account 
for the fact that the rejected was still 
the heavier of the two grades. We 
must reach the conclusion that the re- 


jected seed contains some element that 


gives it its greater weignt. It is not 
water. This has been proved by the 
moisture test. The microscope reveals 
that the rejected seed is covered with 
a kind of scale, which causes it to be 
called by some “scaley’’ seed. This 
scale oftentimes covers the whole seed 
and to all appearances hermetically 
seals the pores. Whether the scale 
gives the seed its added weight will be 
a matter for further investigation. 
But now comes Prof. Ladd of the Agri- 
cultural College of North Dakota, who 
finds the scaley seed the better oil 
producer. We quote from the Chicago 
Daily Trade Bulletin of October 24:— 

“A farmer in North Dakota sent a sample 
of flax to Prof. Ladd of the Agricultural Col- 
lege with the statement that the elevator men 
took. 20c. off the market price and docked him 
3 per cent. for scale on the ground that the 
flax would not germinate, and was, therefore, 
unfit for seed, and also that it was no good 


for making oil, holding that the oil in the 
seed had been used up in making the scale, 
and the seed was good only for oil cake. 


Prof. Ladd separated the seed into perfect and 
sealey samples. The perfect contained 37.48 
per cent. of oil and the scaley 38.70 per cent., 


showing that the scaley seed was the more 
valuable for oil producing. He had Prof. 
Bolley test the germinating quality, and the 
latter found that 90 per cent. of the perfect 


seed sprouted, while only 60 per cent. of the 
sealey seed germinated.”’ 

According to the chemist, the reject- 
ed seed had 38.70 per cent. of oil, equal 
to 21.67 pounds to the bushel. The ordi- 
nary run of cake contains about 8 per 
cent. of oil. Allowing this percentage 
for the cake, we would still have 18.47 
pounds of oil product. If any crusher 
is getting less than this amount of oil, 


supposing the seed is equal to that 
tested by the chemist, he is simply 
leaving more oil in his cake than he 


should. It is an easy matter for any 
crusher to determine whether he is ob- 
taining as much oil from the seed as he 
is entitled to on a fair manufacturing 
basis, for it is not difficult to, in the 
first place, test the seed for oil. The 
cake product can then be tested for oil, 
and the difference between the per- 
centage of oil in the cake and that in 
the seed will show the percentage the 
crusher should obtain from his presses. 
If he does not get the oil, then there 
is an error in his calculations. Either 
the seed contains less oil than he sup- 
posed or he has left more oil in his 
cake. If the latter, the fault is in his 
manufacturing processes. Choice No. 1 
Northwestern seed under ordinary con- 
ditions should contain about 39 per 
cent, of oil, which equals 21.84 pounds 
of oil to a bushel of seed. Good manu- 
facturing work on such _ seed should 
leave not more than 6 per cent. of oil 
in the cake, or 2.40 pounds. The differ- 
ence, 19.444 pounds, represents the oil 
product the crusher should obtain from 
first-class No. 1 Northwestern seed. 
This result has been verified by the ex- 
perience of many crushers in this 
country. The difficulty with rejected 
seed is that the pores have been her- 
metically sealed, and the skin is tough- 
er and has lost that brittleness which 
is characteristic of bright seed when 
dry. Consequently, the process for 
grinding bright seed will not produce 
the same results with damaged seed, 
for the reason that the damaged seed 
does not grind as readily, and it may 
be that manufacturers who are not 
watching the process carefully are 
leaving oil in the cake, on account of 
poor work, or by failure to adapt the 
process to the changed conditions 
found in damaged seed. It would seem 
from the conclusions of Prof. Ladd

that the increased weight of the 
due to an excess of oil! This is rather 
a startling proposition, and will also 
be the subject of further tests. It is 
the common belief among crushers, @ 
belief one frequently hears stated, that 
rejected seed will produce as good a 
quality of oil as any other grade, but 
that the quantity will be lessened. The 
chemist, by scientic research, has as- 
certained that rejected seed contains a 
greater percentage of oil than perfect 
seed. Here is a clash between science 
and accepted fact. 

Duluth.—There was a gradual decline 
in prices all week, with a slight re- 
action at the close.

The 
increase in the production of cake is 
having no effect on prices, as present 
output as fast as shipped is applied on 
sales, and crushers are very firm in 
their ideas of values for forward ship- 
ment. The fact that a large quantity 
of export flax has been repurchased by 
the sellers here is a strong feature in 
the linseed cake situation, as it is fair 
to assume that the foreigners sold cake 
against their seed purchases, and now 
find themselves obliged to take cake 
from the United States in consequence 
of their canceled seed contracts. Ocean 
freights are softer, and the indications 
are that through rates favorable to 
shippers will soon be obtainable. 
CORN OIL AND CAKE.—Corn oil is 
very firm at 6%c. a pound. The prin- 
cipal market now is the domestic and 
little is being heard from the foreigner. 
Such inquiries as come from abroad 
indicate that the old world is holding 
off in the expectation of securing their 
oil at lower prices. They have been 
hoping for a drop in the market for a 
good many weeks and the price has 
grown stronger all the time. The corn 
cake market still is oversold and noth- 
ing is being offered. 
LARD.—Following the decline of the 
preceding week, there was a heavy ex- 


port demand and the market rallied. 
The other influences were a stronger 


hog market and liberal buying by com- 
mission houses of December and Janu- 
ary lard. A fair business was trans- 
acted in both cash and _ speculative 
product. Stocks are steadily decreas- 
ing, and are now the lightest in many 
years, Exports, 21,000 tierces; ship- 
ments for the week, 29,000 tierces. 
TALLOW.—AIl makes of tallow rule 
dull, Offerings are more liberal, but 
sellers are not inclined to shade their 
asking prices, and in some cases claim 
sales considerably above buyers’ lim- 
its.

consideration, must be presented within 
two years after the payment of the tax. 
In the case of legacy taxes the right of 
action accrued at the time the taxes were 
paid, and not May 14, 1900, the date of 
the decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in relation to taxes on legacies. 
Where parties present claims for the re- 
funding of taxes two years after pay- 
ment, you should receive such claims 
and forward them to this office in order 
that the Commissioner may decide 
whether they are barred by section 3228, 
Revised Statutes. It frequently occurs 
that, while the formal application is not 
presented within two years, the taxpayer 
has applied by letter to this office for the 
refund, and in no case should the col- 
lector refuse to forward a claim for the 
reason that it was not presented to him 
within two years after payment.” 


The authority for the Commissioner’s 
decision is found in section 3228, re- 
vised statutes above referred to, which 
is as follows:— 


“All claims for the refunding of any in- 
ternal tax alleged to have been errone- 
ously or illegally assessed or collected, 
or of any penalty alleged to have been 
collected without authority, or of any 
sum alleged to have been excessive or in 
any manner wrongfully collected, must 
be presented to the Commssioner of In- 
ternal Revenue within two years next af- 
ter the cause of action accrued: Pro- 
vided, That claims which accrued prior 
to June 6, 1872, may be presented to the 
Commissioner at any time within one 
year from said date. But nothing in 
this section shall be construed to revive 
any right of action which was already 
barred by any statute on that date.”

Washington, Nov. 2, 1900. 


The Treasury Department, which 
has heretofore issued several series of 
regulations for the allowance of draw- 
back of duty on imported materials 
entering into sarsaparilla extract 
manufactured for exportation, has 
had occasion to revise all these rul- 
ings and has issued a new series. 
Though describing the goods of a 
single manufacturer, the regulations 
will apply to all similar preparations. 
They are as follows:— 


“On the exportation of sarsaparilla, fin- 
ished, bottled, and shipped in wooden 
cases, and ‘strong extract of sarsaparilla 
shipped in cases in bulk, in the manufac- 
ture of which no other than imported 
alcohol was used, a drawback will be al- 
lowed equal in amount to the duty paid 
on the imported material so used, less the 
legal deduction of 1 per centum., 

“The entry under which the merchan- 
dise is to be inspected and laden must 
show separately for each product the 
marks and numbers of the shipping pack- 
ages and the contents thereot, described 
as they are described in the export in- 
voice.

Plans are being made for the intro- 
duction at the coming session of Con- 
gress of a bill designed to open a hith- 
erto closed market for products manu- 
factured in the United States from im- 
ported materials, This measure will be 
designed to provide by definite enact- 
ment what is now claimed in certain 
quarters to be legal, but which the Gov- 
ernment has strenuously denied, name- 
ly, the right to drawback of duty paid 
9n imported materials used in the man- 
ufacture of products sold as stores to 
merchant vessels, warships and other 
craft touching at American ports.

Refund of War Revenue Taxes 


Washington, Nov. 2, 1900. 

The Commissioner of Internal Rey- 
enue has promulgated a ruling of the 
utmost importance to all persons who 
have paid taxes under the war revenue 
act, which they claim to have been 
exacted by the Government either il- 
legally or in excess of the amount 
justly due. The Commissioner holds 
that unless claims for refunds of taxes 
improperly collected are made within 
two years from the date of their pay- 

































saparilla contained in each one dozen bot- 
tles, and the actual quantity shipped must 
be shown, together with the percentages 
of absolute alcohol appearing respective- 
ly in the exported products. The wooden 
cases must be stencilled to show their 
contents and the number of bottles con- 
tained therein. 

“The drawback entry must show sepa- 
rately the quantity of each kind of prep- 
aration exported, the percentages and the 
quantities of absolute alcohol appearing 
therein, and the percentages to be added 
thereto, respectively, to compensate for 
the losses incurred in the manufacturing 
processes. The said entry must further 
show in addition to the usual averments 
that the preparation was manufactured 
of materials and in the manner set forth 
in the manufacturer's sworn statement, 

“In liquidation, the quantities of abso- 
lute alcohol which may be taken as bases 
for allowance of drawback for the re- 
spective products may be those declared 
in the drawback entry after official veri- 


ment, the right to recover lapses, and 
the Government has no authority to 
make refunds without special act of 
Congress. 

This decision applies to a large class 
of manufacturers, and especially to 
those engaged in the production of 
proprietary medicines, perfumery, cos- 
metics, ete., which were taxed under 
schedule B of the war revenue act. A 
large number of such products declared 
to be taxable soon after the war 
revenue act took effect, have been re- 
lieved by later decisions of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. These decisions, ex- 
empting goods which were held not to 
fall under the taxing provisions of the 
war revenue act, began to be made 
soon after the act took effect in June, 
1898, and have since been issued from 
time to time. Manufacturers who 
stamped their goods prior to the de- 
cisions exempting them from tax, are 
entitled to the refunding of the entire 
amount so pald, but applications for 
such refunds must be made within two 
years of the date of the payment of 
the tax. As these payments were made 
immediately after the law took effect, 
it follows that the statute of limita- 
tions has already run against some of 
them, while others will become out- 
lawed from time to time, as the two 
years period accrues. Manufacturers 
will therefore do well to ascertain 
whether any claims they may have for 
refunds have been presented either to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue for 
the district in which they reside, or to 
the Treasury Department in thls city. 
It should be remembered that the 
taxes subject to refund, if exacted il- 
legally or in excess, include those paid 
on the business of oil refining, and on 
commercial documents of all kinds; 
also upon legacies, brokers’ licenses, 
ete. The Commissioner’s ruling is set 
forth in the following letter, addressed 
to the collector of the Third Massa- 
chusetts Internal Revenue district:— 


‘In reply to your letter of the 15th inst.,

The Value of the Halphin Color 
Test for the Detection of 
Cottonseed Oil, 


BY ROZIER D. OILAR. 


In 1898 there appeared in several of 
the chemical journals a few brief ar- 
ticles relating to a certain color test for 
the identification of cottonseed oil, as 
devised by Mr. Georges Halphin. After 
confirming the reliability of this reac- 
tion by a number of tests at that time, 
the somewhat modified test was, on ac- 
count of its simplicity and sensitive- 
ness, adopted by the writer for the 
identification of cottonseed oil in oils 
and fats, in preference to the Becchi 
and Milleau tests. 


Being called upon later, in a commer- 
cial way, to defend certain claims as 
based upon this test, it became appar- 
ent that the real value of this reaction 
was not generally accepted, and conse- 
quently it has been more thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the writer to further test 
its reliability and to secure its more 
general recognition among chemists. 


The few references to the test found 
in the journals give only its general 
principles and a few of the results ob- 
tained by the respective authors. Hal- 
phin first called attention to his reac- 
tion in 1894 by stating that, from the 
evaporated distillate from a mixture of 
fatty acids of a fat or oil, carbon disul- 
phide, and zinc oxide, an amber yellow 
residue is obtained with hog, beef, mut- 
ton and goat fats, while when cotton- 
seed oil is present an orange red zine 
salt is obtained. He asserted later that 
this coloration is due to the action of 
the carbon disulphide rather than the 
zinc oxide, and further recommended 
the addition of free sulphur, the whole 
being dissolved in amyl alcohol, giving 
as his method of procedure the follow- 
ing: Mix equal parts of oil or fat, amyl 
alcohol, and carbon disulphide contain- 
ing 1 per cent. free sulphur, and heat 
in a saturated solution of salt for ten 
or fifteen minutes. If no color appears, 
reheat and add more of the carbon 
disulphide solution. 


P. Soltsien states that he has tried 
Halphin’s test, and says that amy] al- 
cohol and the salt bath are unneces- 
sary. He compares the color to a solu- 
tion of potassium dichromate, and says 
that old and rancid fats do not produce 
the reaction, and that in colorless and 
clear fats 1 per cent. of cottonseed oil 
can be recognized, while with colored 
fats from 2 to 5 per cent., according 
to the depth of color of the original 
sample. He states that an oil (cotton- 
seed) heated to 200 degrees gives the 
reaction unchanged, and he gives the 
following as not showing the colora- 
tion: Lard, strongly rancid lard, old 
rancid lard oil, the same mixed with 
tallow, sesame oil, various cheese 
fats, olive oil, rapeseed oil, poppy oil, 
camelina (German sesame) oil, cod 
liver oil, arachide oil and hazelnut oil. 


D. Holde and R. Pelgry confirm the 
Halphin reaction, but claim to have got 
it with thran or blubber oil, quoting 
Halphin as having obtained a colora- 
tion with a pure thran oil, although 
Halphin says this will not be confound- 
ed with the cotton oil coloration, if it is 
allowed to flow in a thin layer on a stir- 
ring rod. They claim that an oil heated 
to 250° does not give the reaction. 

P. Soltsien replies that an oil heated 
to 260° is no longer fit for use as an 
edible, but up to 200° the reaction is 
permanent. He says that the test 
should be heated from forty-five min- 
utes to one hour to get the full colora- 
tion. Holde and Pelgry state that the 
point of destruction is below 250°, some- 
where between 210° and 250°. 

L. Archbutt has used the test on 
maize oil with negative results. 

Other references are to be found as 
noted below. 

The writer's work corroborates to @ 
great extent that of the above chemist, 
but he finds that for the proper colora- 
tion the combined action of the carbon 
disulphide, sulphur and amyl alcohol is 
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required, and that not one of these can 
properly be dispensed with as claimed 
by some, Ordinary ethyl alcohol gives 
the reaction with less depth of colora- 
tion than amyl alcohol, and the salt 
bath is most desirable on account of 
the high constant boiling point it af- 
fords. 

We find, as Soltsien did, that old and 
rancid fats do not produce the reaction, 
and, further, that an old and rancid 
cottonseed of] or fat mixture contain- 
ing it produces a weaker and more 
brownish reaction, even to the total ob- 
literation of the reaction in very old 
fats or oils. The Becchi and Milleau 
tests, on the contrary, are more or less 
produced by such conditions. Conse- 
quently, with the Halphin test, as with 
other tests, the fresher the material 
tested the more satisfactory the results. 

Soltsien has found the test sensitive to 
1 per cent. of cottonseed oil, while we 
have been able to obtain a coloration 
with quite a small fraction of 1 per 
cent. under favorable conditions, viz., 
fresh material not too deeply colored. 

As to the degree of heat applied to 
the original oil necessary to destroy the 
reaction with it, we find it to be influ- 
enced by the length of time heated, and 
the quality of material in contact with 
the oil. With glass vessels this point of 
neutralization lies between 315° and 
320° C.,* slightly lower in a vacuum; 
while, if the vessel 1s of metal or con- 
tains pieces of metal, this limit is low- 
ered more or less in proportion to the 
metal in contact with the oil. As an 
example, an oil heated half an hour in 
a porcelain lined kettle at about 200° 
showed that the reaction was little, if 
any, affected; while an oil heated in a 

steel frying pan at 140°-150° for an 
hour gave no indication (or coloration) 
of cottonseed oil. While the metals | 
tend to lower the point of neutraliza- 
tion, they do not bleach a color once 
produced. 

The active ingredient of cottonseed oil 
is not merely driven off from the oil by 
high heat, but is completely destroyed, 
since the fumes arising from it, as well 
as the oil, give no coloration. 

As to the degree of heat that would 
be detrimental to an oil for culinary 
purposes, we certainly agree with Solt- 
sien that 250° is even excessive. The 
temperature of an oil for frying should 
not exceed 150°-160° (lards and solid 
fats somewhat lower), at which point 
it will “brown bread crumbs;’’ while 
for frying crullers the temperature will 
probably rise to 200°-210°. 

The method of procedure, as adopted 
by the writer, is as follows: 

Apparatus Required.—10 cc. pipettes 
(3); test tubes (1%”x8” to 10”); satu- 
rated salt water bath. 

Reagents.—Amyl alcohol (C. P.); car- 
bon disulphide (C. P.), containing 1 to 
2 per cent. fresh flowers of sulphur.7 

Manipulation.—10 cc. each of the 
solutions is measured into a _ test 
tube with 10 cc. of the oil or 
melted fat sample.t{ The mixture is 
agitated frequently and heated first in 
a steam bath until the violent boiling 
ceases, and then placed in the boiling 
salt water bath (temp. 105°—110°) for 
from forty-five minutes to one hour— 
two to three hours if only traces of 
oil are present—occasionally removed 
and agitated. The steam bath should 
be used at first to prevent the first 
heavy fumes of carbon disulphide from 
igniting by contact with the open flame. 

Indications.—A beautiful 
wine coloration, varying in depth ac- 
cording to the percentage of cotton- 
seed oil present. If no coloration ap- 
pears after two to three hours’ boil- 
ing, the sample contains no cottonseed 
oil, while as little as 1 per cent. will 
give indications in fifteen to twenty 
minutes. 

If heated over four to five hours, a 
misleading brownish red color is pro- 
duced, even with pure lard, a result 
which is due to burning. 

Necessarily, the first thing to be de- 
termined was whether the test is char- 
acteristic of cottonseed oil, and that 
alone among the various fats and oils; 
second, whether any compound, organic 
or inorganic, probably present in com- 
mercial fats and oils, such as fillers and 
colorings, will produce this reaction; 
and, third, the sensitiveness of the re- 
action with cottonseed oil in other fats. 

Of the various fats and oils exam- 
ined by the writer with this test, sam- 
ples of four other oils than cottonseed 
oil have given colorations somewhat 
resembling that of the cottonseed oil 
reaction. These colorations were of a 
brownish or yellowish shade and were

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barely noticeable with a 5 per cent. 
mixture in (C. P.)* lard, showing that, 
as far as these samples go, it is not a 
very delicate test for the oils men- 
tioned. These four samples of sun- 
flower, rape or colza, nigre, and poppy- 
seed oils of foreign manufacture, as 
purchased in the open market and, con- 
sequently, of uncertified purity, gave. 
as noted, more or less of a coloration; 
but, when these same oils were ex- 
tracted with rectified gasoline directly 
from their unadulterated seeds (with 
the exception of rape oil, which seed 
could not be obtained), thereby insur- 
ing absolute freedom from contamina- 
tion with other oils, no coloration what- 
ever was noticed after several hours. 
It would appear from this that the 
samples showing colorations were not 
of the purest quality and contained 
traces of cottonseed oil, which assump- 
tion is further strengthened by obser- 
vations on other samples of rape and 
poppy oil, which gave no reaction, and 
also by Soltsien’s negative results with 
them. As the method of alternating 
pressings of various kinds of oil seeds 
as practiced in most European mills, 
would permit of such unobserved so- 
phistication, it seems more than prob- 
able that cottonseed oil would become 
more or less mixed with the various 
other oils in-the process of manufac- 
ture, and thus give one the apparently 
misleading indication with the other 
oils. It has been found to the manu- 
facturer’s sorrow, if the Halphin test 
is used, next to an impossibility to han- 
dle cottonseed oil and other oils and 
fats through the same presses, pumps, 
pipes. tanks, etc., and to keep the va- 
rious oils and fats free from traces of 


| the cottonseed oil, however much care 
is used in rinsing out the apparatus. 


I. It seems then fairly evident that 
the Halphin reaction is produced by 
none of the common edible oils and 
fats other than that from the cotton- 
seed, 


*By C. P. lard is meant lard free from any 
cotton oil. j 
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II. Using the test mostly in connec- 
tion with (hog) lards, we have used 
that fat as a medium for adulterants 
mixing with such lards as give no trace 
of a reaction, various fillers and color- 
ings; as yet we have found nothing 
tending to give the reaction, thus es- 
tablishing it as still more reliable as a 
characteristic test of cottonseed oil. 

III. As to the sensitiveness of the re- 
action or the percentage of cottonseed 
oil shown by this test we have found 
it decidedly positive in lards with 1 per 
cent., and without doubt reliable with 
% and even % per cent.; also % to 1-10 
and even 1-16 per cent. of cottonseed oil 
in fresh colorless lards gives a noticea- 
ble faint coloration if compared with a 
blankest (one with a pure lard). 

Of the various grades of cottonseed 
oil the test works with crude, yellow 
and white; and summer, winter and 
(oil) stearin qualities almost equally 
well, being darker with the crude, and 
scarcely noticeably so with the yellow, 
than with the white, due to the orig- 
inal additional color; and lighter with 
the oil stearin, and slightly so with 
the summer, than with the winter oil, 
indicating that the active principle of 
the oil is not contained in the triglyce- 
rides of stearic acid. 

This test can be used more or less 
quantitatively by comparing, in small 
tubes, the depths of color produced 
with those of equally concentrated vol- 
umes from tests of mixtures of known 
percentages of oil (most satisfactorily 
in lards with mixtures of less than 1 
per cent. cotton oil). 

The coloration produced by this reac- 
tion is quite stable in the dark, being 
only slowly affected by exposure to 
light and air. 

A cottonseed oil or fat mixture con- 
taining a hign percentage of this oil, 
treated with the Halphin solutions and 
once colored, retains the color in its 
soap, fading after a time, and even in 
its fatty acids, only a small portion 
washing out from the fat. 

This test can be applied directly to 





the soap or fatty acids of a fat mixture 
of high percentage of cotton oil if not 
too deeply colored, with some degree of 
confidence, the coloration produced 
being more brownish than with the 
neutral fat, and consequently not as 
delicate a reaction. The subjection of 
the fatty acids to an over temperature 
of 100 degrees affects the results only 
slightly with the higher adulterations 
of oil, while with the lower percentages 
it destroys the colorations more or less 
through the darkening of the acids 


themselves. 

This reaction may be made use of to 
some extent in inorganic work for the 
recognition of free sulphur by treating 
the unknown substance with a mixture 
of equal parts of pure cottonseed oil 
(bleached), amyl alcohol and carbon 
disulphide free from sulphur. 

As to the active principle or com- 
pound in cottonseed oil that produces 
the Halphin reaction, technically it is 
of not so great importance, although 
scientifically it might be of con- 
siderable interest. As noted, it ap- 
pears not to be contained in the 
stearin constituents, is influenced 
by the action of metals and is 
destroyed by high heat, age and de- 
composition. The color produced may 
be due to the same cause as is thought 
by some to produce the Becchi and Mil- 
leau reactions—volatile sulphur com- 
pounds contained in the oil; but, as 
Dupont and Charabut have found sul- 
phur in olive oil, which is neutral to 
this test, this theory appears less prob- 
able. 


Following are the tabulated results 
of a series of experiments which fur- 
nish the basis of the foregoing state- 
ments. 

From these results it appears that 
the Halpin test, if conducted properly, 
proves to be thoroughly characteristic 
of cottonseed oil and is evidently one of 
the most valuable color tests known for 
the identification of cotton oil in other 
oils and fats.

Supposed Spontaneous Combustion 
of Petroleum Products, 
BY PROF, ZALOZIECKI. 


The supposed spontaneous combus- 
tion of benzine has attracted most at- 
tention owing to the frequency in the 
chemical washing and cleaning estab- 
lishments because these occurrences 
have increased with the expanding use 
of benzine for these purposes. The fre- 
quency of the accidents in Germany 
also gives occasion for one’s devoting 
himself to the investigation of the state 
of affairs which Dr. Richter has ex- 
plained by a lucky solution. Dr. Rich- 
ter considered the cause of the ignition 
of benzine to be the appearance of 
electric charge in the woolen cloths 
and materials which originated by rub- 
bing them in the washing apparatus 
and by their adjustment the ignition 
of the benzine is caused by electrical 
sparks. The presence of an electrical 
charge was determined by a galvano- 
scope in a conclusive manner. From

has been divested of its mysterious 
character and the ignition has been 
traced to the ignition of an electric 
spark. It is otherwise according to 
two other categories of the observed 
combustion of naphtha gas and 
naphtha vapor, by which in many cases 
one has been unable to observe a per- 
ceptible cause of the ignitions, and 
which are still, as formerly, ranked un- 
der the title “spontaneous combustion 
of petroleum products.’ These we will 
consider briefly. 

One category of these phenomena in- 
cludes the spontaneous combustion of 
naphtha gas in the conducting pipes,

the other the explosive phenomena 
which appear without any obvious rea- 
son in the reservoirs for volatile min- 
eral oils, frequently also in the mixing 
vessels (agitators), to which the petro- 
leum well conflagrations, occurring 
without visible external ignition, may 
be added. 

_I will remark in advance that I have 
reached this classification from this 
principle because in both cases I have 
a basis for very different causes; in 
order to make the question more gen- 
eral I will divide these phenomena into 
those which take place in iron pipes by 
the admission of gases and into those 
which occur in open or closed reser- 
voirs by the giving off of gases or 
vapor from the stored fluids, for it is 
always gas or vapor which originates 
the ignition. 

In America, where, by the extensive 
network of pipes for natural gas, the 
phenomena of the first category exhibit 
considerable frequency, a special com- 
mission was appointed which deter- 
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mined that in iron pipe lines through 
which natural gas is conducted an 
amorphous, brown, spongy mass col- 
lects which possesses the property of 
spontaneous combustion. This pyro- 
phorous substance, of which, unfortu- 
nately, no examinations were made in 
regard to its composition and other 
properties, is considered to be the cause 
of the ignition and explosion in the pipe 
lines, whereby the spontaneous com- 
bustion of natural gas is properly put 
down as a secondary phenomenon. 
Therefore the natural or earth oil gas 
does not have the property of spon- 
taneous combustion, but takes this 
property by mixture with the material 
(ron) of which the pipes are made or 
of some properties of the same (metallic 
carbonates’), combinations take place 
which are possessed of the properties 
of spontaneous combustion and through 
accumulation at certain places in the 
network of pipes can cause ignition of 
the gas. The formation conditions of 
this pyrophorous combination are, 
nevertheless, not positively determined 
and it is an empty if plausible assump- 
tion that this originates altogether in 
the network of pipes also under the 
combination with the iron or the 
metals. The question may be decided 
experimentally both in a small way 
as well as in practice, and in any case 
it would be a thankless task to undér- 
take these experiments there where the 
employment of natural gas has as- 
sumed such extraordinary proportions, 
that is in North America. Hence will 
follow the means for prevention which 
can come to pass either by repeatedly 
and thoroughly blowing empty the gas 
pipe line, eventually washing it, or by 
purifying the natural gas of its per- 
nicious elements in the way in which 
it has already been successfully under- 
taken with crude acetylen. 

In the second category of ignition 
phenomena of volatile products a long 
row of individual observations were 
carried from time to time, the observer 
of which was able to bring out only a 
few authentic explanations which they 
were willing to maintain. U pon these 
observations the hypothesis of the self- 
ignition of naphtha vapor or gas is 
founded, 

In No. 82 of the 


Russian paper 
“Kaspij”’ 


four such cases were describ- 
ed, and in January, 1894, one happened 
at the refinery of Noble Bros., in Baku. 
Two others touched upon the ignition 
of the benzine reservoirs in Grosny in 
the refinery of the Uspich Co. and the 
Viadi Caucasian Railway, and in the 
fourth the ignition of the benzine in the 
tender of a locomotive at the station 
Tschir-Just, which case was described 
by Schepowskij in a section of the 
technical Co. in Grosny. The ignition 
in the first case resulted from the puri- 
fication of the kerosene in the lye agi- 
tator at the moment the lye was added, 
in the other cases from the indirect ad- 
mission of vapor into the benzine res- 
ervoirs eventually into the tender cis- 
terns, and in all these cases, notwith- 
standing zealous examination, no di- 
rect cause for ignition was found, so 
that the informer in “Kaspij,” who de- 
voted a long article to these pheno- 
mena, ascribed a cause due to pecullar 
conditions or chemical overheating, or 
in consequence of self oxydation. 

I was not able to thoroughly agree 
with these conclusions without further 
investigation, chiefly because by a 
property of the petroleum product af- 
fording the aid of self oxydation such 
accidents would appear much more fre- 
quently than desirable. If by the ad- 
mission of vapor into the benzine dis- 
tilling apparatus the same should be 
electrically agitated by friction, as may 
be noticed in some particular cases, or 
by raising the temperature up to the 
ignition point, which requires at least 
500 deg. heat, and which causes the va- 
por to appear, the mass if left by itself, 
particularly if under the influence of 
previous oxydation, could increase the 
temperature, every manipulation with 
benzine would be excluded from the be- 
ginning. The spontaneous combustion 
of Brigrets, rags saturated with oil or 
heaps of refuse, is first to be explained 
by the inherent great oxydation prop- 
erty, and secondly may be attributed to 
capillary action. The ignition of this 
residiuum on exposure to the air is seen 
to be absolutely impossible as a proof 
of spontaneous combustion, because 
even in this the indispensable factor, 
the high temperature which is neces- 
sary for ignition, that is, the ignition 
temperature, is lodged within, and the 
point in question is to give an explana~ 
tion of the appearance of vapor and gas 
at the ignition temperature. 

According to my view, in many such 
cases where causes of ignition seem- 
ingly unexplainable at the first instant 
are in question, one should not allow

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the spontaneous combustion of the pe- 
troleum product to enter into, but 
should seek after more natural causes, 
and he will find such, as a rule, in re- 
gard to the situation. In many cases 
electricity can be self-promoted by a 
single occurrence which occasioned ig- 
nition by its emitting electric sparks, 
in mine conflagrations, as is known, the 
electrical conducting can be the pre- 
disposing cause, be it by short circuit 
or be it through the breaking off of 
the connection with a gas or earth oil 
eruption. By violent eruptions is 
caused the friction of the hard pieces 
of stone on one another or on the iron 
pipes, forming a shower of _ sparks, 
which can occasion an ignition of the 
gas under favorable conditions; a phe- 
homena which would be observed in 
voleanoes of mud. One of the com- 
monest causes is the appearance of cur- 
rents of gas or vapor from the place 
where combustible gas or vapor is re- 
leased in large quantities. Decidedly 
too little weight has been placed upon 
these currents as the intermediate 
cause for the ignition of the naphtha 
product, and these were collected into 
immediate connection with the cause 
of the ignition where the combustion 
or the explosion had taken place in the 
immediate vicinity of a fire. However, 
since an open fire, for instance, an or- 
dinary fire under a steam boiler, was 
further removed at that distance which 
one is accustomed to place in refineries 
between the purifying house and the 
distillation kettles or between reser- 
voirs and the boiler houses, one has 
seldom been able to establish a con- 
nection between these different objects 
in casual relation, and nevertheless it 
stands, to speak more correctly, the 
same stands and the vapor currents, 
not the currents of gas, are the con- 
necting bridges between them, as, for 
instance, from the benzine reservoirs 
and the fire place. That the falling to- 
gether belongs to especially favorable 
conditions is self-evident, but it ap- 
pears just as self-evident if one gives 
more attention to the previous action 
so that the co-operation of favorable 
conditions can call forth and support 
the formation of long currents of 
benzine vapor which, like a fuse, causes 
ignition at a point quite distant from 
their origin and thereby-causes fires or 
explosions. 

One can prevent these occurrences in 
the following manner:— 

From a reservoir, for instance, a ben- 
zine reservoir (it was mostly benzine 
reservoirs which seemingly fell a sacri- 
fice to spontaneous combustion) much 
light benzine vapor is released by heat- 
ing, which, since it is recognized as 
heavier than air, will flow from the 
manhole or else an opening along the 
side wall of the reservoir to the earth. 
Let us assume, for this purpose, a light 
current of air directed against the res- 
ervoir house, or else a building in which 
a fire is kept. The motion of the wind 
may be light, just sufficient to put a 
stratum of air in slow but constant mo- 
tion, so the entire benzine vapor is 
plainly driven together upon the ground 
and occasions a current in the direction 
of the wind which breaks upon the di- 
verted side of the reservoir and seizes 
the vapor current at a tangent. The 


proportionately greater weight of the | to be found, rather than the co-oper- 


benzine vapor causes it to move along 
the ground and delays its diffusion into 
the surrounding air currents, so that 
the vapor current possesses the prop- 
erty of moving a considerable distance 
from its place of origin, and through 
the influx of inflammable air is drawn 
toward a nearby fire, thereby causing 
combustion. The above is only the re- 
sult of the speed of transmission of the 
combustion of inflammable gas mixture 
which can amount to between 1 and 20 
m. per second, as Mallard and La Chat- 
alet have proved by their classical re- 
search. This ignited vapor current acts 
like a fuse, as I said before. 

An American refinery in Cleveland, 
of whose eventful fate I was informed 
by an American named Bisset, present- 
ed a characteristic scene. On a hot 
summer day, soon after its erection, 
without any noticeable cause, a fire re- 
sulted from refining the petroleum in 
the refining reservoir, which was re- 
peated five times in almost the same 
manner after repairing the damages, 
and always on hot days, and finally 
forced the proprietors to rebuild the en- 
tire establishment. Here it must be 
noticed that the agitator for the pur- 
pose of mixing stood free upon an emi- 
nence nearly in the centre of the re- 
fining grounds, nevertheless at a con- 
siderable distance from the distillation 
kettle. The land upon which the refin- 
ing boiler stood favored the origin of 
constant currents, which, owing to the 
high situation of the inflowing currents, 
acquired a greater living force, which 
hindered it so that these vapor currents 
became mixed within the zone of dan- 
ger. 

A case similar to the above happened 
in the refinery in Peczenizyn, where 
about ten years ago the entire agitat- 
ing building was blown up at the in- 
stant the workmen warmed an inflam- 
mable mass a mixture of distillate and 
benzine by sprinkling with warm water. 
The cause of the explosion remained 
unsolved, and may have been due to 
nothing other than the ignition of the 
vapor currents, but even this possibil- 
ity, as in the cases of which the Rus- 
sian newspapers reported, is not fully 
determined. 

In a previous paragraph I empha- 
sized that it is vapor currents, and not 
currents of gas, which cause ignition. I 
will defend the decision that the real 
earth oil gas, also natural gas by itself 
alone or where it appears before or with 
earth oil, consists chiefly of meltham, 
also an element which is lighter than 
air, in consequence of which these do 
not fall to the ground, but, on the con- 
trary, will arise into the air and dis- 
perse. Therefore the danger of ignition 
from these causes is there where pure 
gases appear, as, for instance, by bor- 
ing for earth oil the danger is less than 
where, besides gas, much vapor forms; 
also by pumping light earth oil, espe- 
cially on hot days in the vicinity of the 
benzine tanks, mixing vessels, etc, 

By this argument I hope to prove that 
one should cautiously take up the as- 
sertion of spontaneous combustion; 
that is to say, one property indigenous 
to earth oil gases and earth oil vapor 
and this should be traced in cases 
where a true cause was evidently not 


ation of different, seemingly concealed, 
conditions which cause a real fire, be it 
through electricity, be it through sparks 
or through a flame. Every support for 
spontaneous combustion fails us; 
neither in the earth gases nor the earth 
oils have any traces of spontaneous 
combustion elements ever yet been dis- 
covered, and also the adoption of self- 
oxidation, as intensive warm springs is 
deficient in every argument in regard 
to petroleum products. A certain per- 
centage of elements of earth oil is sus- 
ceptible of oxidation, and, as I myself 
have proved, in earth oil gases under- 
lies the hard, carbonated hydrogen, 
which oxidizes in the air, but the proc- 
ess in both cases is gradual, and it is 
due to the physical nature of the gas 
condition that that degree of warmth 
which this process produces is not ab- 
solutely sufficient for a local raising of 
the temperature to the ignition point 
of the gas mixture, If, as is known, 
glowing iron is not able to kindle a mix- 
ture of combustible gas, then the same 
can by no means produce an oxidation 
process which accomplishes decompo- 
sition in less than twenty-four hours, 
according to certain known fractions of 
the percentage present of carburetted 
hydrogen. Therefore, self-oxidation 
cannot be rightly considered as the 
cause of spontaneous combustion of 
naphtha vapor or gas, and it remains 
only as a last cause of spontaneous 
conditions or process of decomposition, 
as is wont to appear with the acetylene. 
The earth oil gases can, under certain 
conditions, contain acetylene or other 
analogous gases, and according to the 
kind of the latter include elements 
charged with endothermic properties. 
which properties especially aid a spon- 
taneous decomposition process, while. 
as is known, substances which, under 
the effect of warmth, are prone to this, 
that is, are endowed with the negative 


generation of heat, decompose with lit- | 


tle cause in the sense of generation of 
heat. The generation of heat takes 
place because one regards such com- 
binations as innocent, and therefore 
this same is well qualified to cause a 
local overheating, which causes ignition 
in a greater area in the works. 
Nevertheless the adoption of such 
combinations in the earth oils and 
earth gases as the cause of spontaneous 
combustion is founded upon an empty 
hypothesis and is for the purpose of 
settling the theoretical views on these 
occurrences, but the other views of 
these occurrences contribute more to 
the conception of spontaneous combus- 
tion than can one of the indwelling 
properties of the chemical combinations 
of gases or vapors. One is in a posi- 
tion in most cases to trace back the 
appearances of ignition to entirely nat- 
ural causes, which result from the re- 
lations and conditions (natural or me- 
chanical) under which circumstances 
earth oil gases or earth oil vapors can 
be. If in one case electricity, with its 
disruptive discharge, is accumulated 
by rubbing, in another case by me- 
chanical blows and jars, causing sparks 
or the ignition of gas or vapor currents 
in the open flame of a lamp or fire, 
then there always remain material 
causes, in many cases, which have al- 


ready shown their co-operation, and in 
the future when one will bestow more 
| attention on this or will have freed it 
from the prejudiced preconception of 
spontaneous combustion, still more will 
be done for the explanation of these 
phenomena which formerly remained 
obscure. 

Nevertheless, the explanation is not 
the goal for which one strives, it is to 
be able to take precautionary meas- 
ures which shall prevent, according to 
human foresight, the origin of the 
catastrophes or shall limit the extent of 
the same. Evidently, then, this means 
can only be well chosen when one 
knows the cause of the danger, and 
from this basis the discussion of the 
spontaneous combustion of petroleum 
products is of importance, and should 
not be allowed to drop until clear 
knowledge thereupon is obtained. 

After the proof of this work was 
taken, or, properly speaking, as a re- 
sult of the same, I have obtained some 
valuable information from an experi- 
enced refinery director who, in his 
many years of experience, has had 
much opportunity to observe the spon- 
taneous combustion phenomena of pe- 
troleum products, and has also taken 
pains to search into the conditions of 
the same, which certainly will not fail 
to demand the interests of the experts, 
While these do not coincide with the 
previous deductions, I give them unar- 
ranged, just in the way they have ap- 
peared in personal discussion, and both 
sided interpretation. Besides the phe- 
nomena which were doubtlessly rea- 
sonably explained by the ignition of 
vapor streams, the perplexed gentle- 
man also observed those whose condi- 
tion is to be attributed unreservedly to 
the co-operation of the opposing elec- 
tric forces, and the appearance of these 
has always been observed to be under 
the same or similar conditions, so that 
one is placed in a position to examine 
these more closely. These phenomena 
were observed in a covered agitator in 
connection with currents of air led 
through a vaporous, that is, inflam- 
mable mixture, and mostly at the com- 
mencement of the operation. Accord- 
ing to the inspection of the authority, 
there were two conditions necessary 
thereto: (1) Low temperature; (2) the 
| mixing kettle should not be quite full, 
so that above the fluid there shall be 
a considerable free space. 

If one should blow air in numerous 
thin jets, as is customary with the mix- 
ing process, through a column of fluid, 
then electric excitation takes place, 
just as in a similar case in benzine 
washing by rubbing the benzine 
against materials in the substance re- 
ferred to electric friction generates. 
Therefore, compressed air and benzine 
become electric by friction; the ben- 
zine which is in an iron kettle leads its 
electricity from itself, but not the ben- 
zine vapor, which is unfolded by the 
stream of air so that after a certain 
time two differently named sorts of 
charged gas appear above the liquid. 
The next to follow is only the dis- 
charge and chemical combination of 
the gas mixture. As is known, an up- 
per and lower ignition limit applies to 
air and carbureted hydrogen mixture, 
so an ignition results in explosion 
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whose force depends upon the propor- 
tion of the combustible elements, that 
is the earth oil vapors, to the air in 
the gas above the agitated fluid. Here- 
with the two quoted conditions of spon- 
taneous ignition resulting in explosion 
are made clear. The lower tempera- 
ture—although excessive in the first 
moment—is of this importance that 
thereby the saturation of the air with 
carbureted vapor (inflammable sub- 
stances were always in the agitator) 
takes place at a dangerous rate, while 
in a higher temperature too much va- 
por develops and diminishes the in- 
flammability and explosiveness. It 
may be that the smaller degree of mois- 
ture in the air with the lower temper- 
ature (in any case under 0 deg.) aids 
the preservation of the electrical con- 
ditions inasmuch as perfectly dry air 
is a bad conductor of electricity, and 
the moist air is a good conductor of 
electricity. Nevertheless, after the 
stream of air comes in contact with the 
sulphuric acid in the agitator the with- 
drawal of water takes place and the al- 
ready dry air which retains a charge of 
electricity comes into action. The sec- 
ond condition requires no further ex- 
planation, as it is evident from the be- 
ginning that there must be a free 
space above the fluid, so that greater 
quantities of electrically generated gas 
may accumulate. 

The conditions which produce the 
moment of danger in the mixing pro- 
cess may vary according to the nature 
of the products to be refined, especially 
with regard to the temperature, never- 
theless they may easily be avoided ac- 
cording to the degree of our knowledge 
in that one can stretch a metal wire 
net in the upper part of the agitator, 
on which the electric charge will read- 
ily and safely pass off.—Naphta. 
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Manufacture of Sodium Fluorsilicate 
BY F. BANKER. 


The manufacturers of superphosphates 
whose factories are situated in fertile 
regions or near human habitations, are 
subjected to great annoyance and ex- 
pense, in consequence of the noisome 
emanations resulting from the action 
of sulphuric acid on the mineral phos- 
phates. 

These deleterious gases contain fluor- 
hydric acid, silicium fluoride, chlorhy- 
dric acid, sulphurous acid, and even 
sulphuric acid, brought together me- 
chanically. 

The manufacturers are tributary to 
their neighbors, the cultivators of the 
soil, who claim and always obtain dam- 
ages for injuries to their crops, though 
they may have suffered from a differ- 
ent cause; from too low or two high a 
temperature, from drought or excess 
of rain, or from some other evil, with 
which the chemical establishment has 
nothing to do. Nevertheless, the manu- 
facturers are condemned to bear the 


loss. 
Some operators have, therefore, 
sought a remedy and have accom- 


plished the purpose by washing towers 
of special form. The best towers are 
constructed of wood. These retain the 
noxious gases, are not expensive, and 
cannot be obstructed. 

Since adopting this plan, the con- 
tinual vexations to which they were 
subjected have entirely ceased, 

This is not all. The washing waters, 
which have absorbed the unsavory 
emanations, are utilized. They become 
a source of revenue, and may contrib- 
ute to reduce the price of superphos- 
phates, by serving for the production of 
sodium fluosilicate and fluosilicic acid. 

The sodium fluosilicate, containing 
theoretcally 60.64 per cent. of fluorine, 
can be readily obtained with a propor- 
tion of 60 per cent..

Sodium fluosilicate enters into the 
composition of enamel for metals and 
ceramic products, and is employed in 
masonry to render certain stones more 
resistive to the action of the atmos- 
phere. 

It is true that difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in bringing the moist and hot 
gases through the towers, without de- 
teriorating the apparatus and causing 
large expense for repairing or replac- 
ing.

The third filter communicates with 
two vats, to be filled alternatively. 
When one is full, the current is turned 
into the other, and the sodium fluo- 
silicate is precipitated by a solution of 
sodium bisulphate. 

This solution is prepared beforehand 
by putting the bisulphate in excess 
into a leaded vat containing water. By 
stirring from time to time, a concen- 
trated solution from 36 deg. to 40 deg. 
B. can be obtained, according to the 
outside temperature. 

The solution of bisulphate of 36-37 
deg, B, contains 55.6 per cent. of the 
dry product. For 1,000 liters of wash- 
ing waters of 5 deg. B., I employ 170 
liters of the bisulphate solution, or 
94.5 kilos of dry bisulphate.

In 
many cases these residuary waters 
have been neutralized, either by milk 
of lime, or pulverized lime carbonate, 
or simply by a suitable passage over 
limestone, before they are sent to the 
drain.—Le Phosphate.

German aconite is quotably higher at 
14@16ce. All cheap lots have been 
cleared up. Demand is good and stocks 
are small. Rhubarb has arrived quite 
freely the past week, but the steady 
tone of the market is maintained. Mex- 
ican sarsaparilla is firmer. A round 
lot sold at 7%c., but we now hear of 
nothing offered under 7%c. Senega has 
continued its upward movement and 
45c. is now positively inside for very 
limited quantities. Some holders are 
practically out of the market. The 
Winnipeg Commercial of Oct. 27 says: 

The root business seems to be about over for 
this season. Receipts this week have been al- 
most nil and we hear of no more lots to come 
in. One or two country merchants have been 
making requests for quotations, but it is not 
thought that they have any root on hand them- 
selves. For good, clean, dry root 33c. would 
be paid, delivered here, and the market may be 
quoted as ranging from 32c. to 33c. 

Serpentaria continues strong in the 
country, but demand is small. There 
are a few small spot lots pressing on 
the market. Quotations range from 
35@36c. Virginia snake root, true, is 
scarce and very firm at 45@48c. Gold- 
en seal is offered in a limited way at 
55c., but the general quotation ranges 
57@60c. for spot goods. Our correspon- 
dence follows:

Valerian Root.—The new German crop is now 
coming in, and it seems as if the quantity is 
a sufficiently large’ one. The peasants are at 


least more liberal with their offers, and more 
normal prices may now again be expected. Nice 
dry and well combed root might be bought at 
about llc. per pound ec. i. f. steamer New York. 
Prices depend to some extent on the percentage 


of moisture. Belgian root is also a shade 
easier again, and it appears that the cultiva- 
tion in those parts has likewise been a large 
one. This article might be had at about 6c. 
per pound ec. i. f. steamer New York. 

Aconite Root.—This year again offers are 
conspicuous by their absence, and it is conse- 
quently almost impossible to name a figure. 
From all indications, however, it would be 
risky to hold out any hope below parity 10c. 
per pound, 

Calamus Root.—Both bleached and 8S. & P 
quality are scarce, and while of the former at 
this time of the year only middling qualities 
can still be expected, the latter is now coming 
onto the market, but only in limited quantities, 
for which full prices are being asked. Below 
parity of 4.75c. per pound c, f,, there are no 
sellers to be found. 


Seeds. 


Canary seed is quiet on spot and is 
readily obtainable at 2%@2%c. for 
Smyrna and 2%@2%c., for Sicily. Our 
cable, which follows, reports an ad- 
vance of 2d. in the past week:

Canary seed is rising and we now quote 
7s. 1ld. per cwt. f. o. b, Constantinople. 

Millet seed is firm at 1%@l%c. De- 
mand is good and primary markets are 
firm. Star anise seed is quiet at the 
recent decline to 21@22c. Mustard seed, 
all kinds, is meeting with a good de- 
mand at full prices, as quoted else- 
where. Colchicum seed is firm at the 
recent advance in spot quotations to 
25@26ce. Coriander seed is also in a 
strong position at 3144@3%c. for natural 
and 4c. for bleached. Grains of para- 
dise are firmer. Cheap lots have been 
cleared up and prices have slightly re- 
acted. The range is 10@15c., as to quan- 
tity and quality. Celery seed is quiet, 
with 7c. quoted in a large way and 7% 
@7%4c. for smaller quantities. Our cor- 
respondence follows:

Grains of Paradise.—Various direct large 
shipments have had the effect of considerably 
weakening the market, and prices went down 
to a very low ebb.

Coriander Seed.—Prices are firmer, owing to 
a lack of offers, and good current quality Af-

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rican seed must be quoted now at 8c. per 
pound c. i. f. steamer New York. There is still 
some stock of slightly bored seed, which may 
be had, undoubtedly, a fraction lower. 

Fenugreek Seed.—This article is also tight- 
ening in value, and to-day there are hardly any 
sellers here below parity of 1.60c. per pound c. 
i. f. steamer New York. 

Fennel Seed, German.—The first lots of prime 
quality have found buyers by this time, and 
since the weather has now turned cold and 
rainy little of this grade may still be ex- 
pected; most of the qualities that will now 
appear on the market will be darker and com- 
mand a price accordingly. 

Colchicum Seed.—This article has been neg- 
lected by our gatherers already during the last 
few years, as prices were not paying enough. 
A kind of scarcity is now prevailing, and if 
orders should reach our market more plentiful 
than during the past few years we must be 
prepared to look out for higher prices. At this 
moment parity of 20c. per pound c. i. f. steam- 
er New York can still be quoted, although, as 
said before, no large quantity can be expected 
even at this price, 


Shellac. 


The Maria has arrived from Calcutta 
direct with 1,839 cases. It is said that 
this lot is coming off in fairly good con- 
dition, being only slightly blocked. 
There has been a good business the 
past week in most grades, but particu- 
larly in T. N. and A. C. Garnet at full 
rates. Calcutta and London advices re- 
port no new features, but quote firm 
markets in each instance. 


Spices. 


A good business is doing with grind- 
ers and jobbers at full rates. Invoice 
lots are slow of sale. Cloves rule firm 
at 8c. Singapore black pepper is higher 
at 13%@13%c. The spot supply has been 
much reduced, and is in strong hands. 
Clove stems are scarce and higher at 
3%@3%c. in consequence. The gingers 
and cassilas all rule very firm, but are 
quotably unchanged this week. Nut- 
megs are quiet. Mace is strong and 
Banda is a trifle higher at 39%4@4lc. 
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Zanzibar chillies are also scarce and 
higher at 1114%4.@11%c. 
Sponge. 

Business has been rather slow the 
past week, but previous to that a fair 
business was done. The tone of the 
market continues strong and a better 
demand is expected to materialize after 
election.

The Production of Lubricating 
Oils by Concentration, 
(Continued from Page 23.)

therefore, necessary that the manufac- 
turer should deduce the logical se- 
quence of this circumstance. 

For my own part I have come to the 
following conclusion: If, in producing 
a petroleum spirit or burning oil, when 


both oils should consist of hydrocarbon 
groups much lighter than the crude 
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material, it is indispensable to submit 
the crude oil to distillation, the re- 
sulting vapors alone being the object 
of the operation, this is a perfectly ra- 
tional procedure, the requirement of 
the consumer necessitating the removal 
of nearly 50 per cent. of the heavy 
rsidue. 

In the case of lubricating oil, how- 
ever, the condition is diametrically op- 
posite. Taken in relation to this lu- 
bricating oil the crude material is too 
light; consequently the lighter portions 
have to be removed and the oil ren- 
dered denser and more viscous. In 
short, it is evidently necessary to con- 
centrate, and not distil, the oil. 

Now, here we arrive at the point 
under consideration. 

It is certain that in the method of 
producing lubricating oil by direct con- 
centration of the crude we should re- 
tain in the former a certain quantity 
of very heavy hydrocarbons, which 
under the ordinary conditions of dis- 
tillation pass away in the tars. 

Since the utilization of these heavy 
hydrocarbons would very appreciably 
heighten the yield, it is, therefore, a 
matter of prime importance to examine 
the question whether this tar—so dif- 
ficult to get rid of—conains, at the 
same time, any hydrocarbons of value 
to the higher lubricating oils, such as, 
for instance, the cylinder oils. 

I would again remark, by the way, 
that the oil thus concentrated will be 
treated in the usual way by sulphuric 
acid, etc., which effectually removes 
the very heavy hydrocarbons; and 
that, on the other hand, the concen- 
trate contains also the solar oils, 
which, although freed from their light 
constituents by the concentration, are 
still in themselves light enough to dis- 
solve the heavier constituents and re- 
duce the whole to a specific gravity of 
normal character for good lubricating 
oil. 
I will not abuse the good nature of 
the Congress by going into details of 
the facts and figures of the work I 
have done with this process; the 
s0 as it is at present rather a matter 
of principle with which we have to do 
—namely, whether from a_ technical 
point of view, it is permissible to pre- 
pare lubricating oils by direct concen- 
tration from crude petroleum. 

All the affirmative answer I can give 
is that I have already produced a con- 
siderable quantity of cylinder oil in 
this way for a commercial firm in 
South Germany, and that the oil has 
given the purchaser satisfaction, es- 
pecially by its high flashing point and 
viscosity, which were essential features. 

There is another circumstance which, 
in my opinion, specially merits your 
kind attention—namely, that in the 
direct concentration method there is no 
need to heat the evaporating liquid 
to the high distilling temperatures of 
the lubricating oil fractions; hence we 
have a notable saving of fuel and the 
life of the stills is greatly prolonged. 

Furthermore, by the use of this mod- 
erate heat the liberation of the spirit 
and burning oil vapors goes on under 
conditions highly favorable to the re- 
tention of their respective properties, 
the heavy fractions not being evolved 
under these circumstances. 

I will now summarize the advantages 
of the concentration method as fol- 
lows :— 

1. Possibility of producing lubricating 
oils of very high flashing point and vis- 
cosity. 

2. A notable increase in yield, owing 
to the utilization of the heavy parts 
of the residue, on the one hand, and 
the solar oil on the other. 

3. Improved petroleum 
burning oil, owing to the moderate heat 
used in evaporation. 

4, Saving of the fuel otherwise needed 
for distilling the residue in order to 
produce lubricating oil in the ordinary 
way. 

5. Increased durability of plant. 

6. In making the liquid in the evap- 
orating vessel the object of the opera- 
tion, the concentration or preparation 
of the lubricating oil can be regulated 
with almost mathematical precision, 
in point of the quality of the product. 

A few words are necessary on the 
method of effecting the concentration. 

Any periodical boiler or group of 
such will do for the work. 

When the vessels have been charged 
a good fire is lighted and kept up until 
distillation begins, whereupon steam is 
blown in, and the operation is con- 
tinued with gentle heat until the 
samples drawn from time to time show 
that the oil is approaching the desired 
concentration. At this stage the fire is 
put out, and steam alone is used until 
the end is reached. 

The concentrated oil is left to cool, 
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and is then refined with @ulphuric acid, 
ete., in the usual manner. 

Naturally, all that I have had the 
honor of bringing before your notice in 
the case of the direct concentration of 
crude oil is also applicable where—as 
sometimes occurs—the requirements of 
the consumer necessitate a preliminary 
distillation of residuum in order to pre- 
pare the lubricating oil therefrom. In 
such event the sole object of the con- 
centration treatment would be to in- 
crease the flashing point and viscosity 
of the oil, just as in the production of 
sulphuric acid concentration is em- 
ployed as a finishing process to bring 
the product up to the proper strength. 

I am of opinion that under the actual 
conditions prevailing in the industrial 
world generally, and especially in view 
of the enormous advance made in naval 
construction, with the accompanying 
powerful engines, our relatively low- 
flash lubricating oils of. low viscosity 
will probably not be able to fulfil re- 
quirements; and it may be that it is 
now high time to see about improving 
them. For my own part, I regard the 
method of direct concentration, either 
of crude oil or distillation residue, as 
the sole means of raising the flashing 
point and viscosity of these oils, with- 
out reducing the yield. On the con- 
trary the adoption of this method leads 
to an increased yield.

Considering this is the closing week 
of an exciting political election, the 
market for the leading chemicals has 
shown remarkable strength. Some-of 
the domestic makers have withdrawn 
quotations for alkali for delivery over 
the year, and others have raised their 
prices. Caustic soda is in better re- 
quest for forward and considerable 
business has been done for 1901 at 
harding prices. Salt cake is firmer un- 
der large sales reported. Brimstone is 
firmer since the recent drop in prices. 
Nitrate of soda, under reports of a 
combination on the coast among pro- 
ducers, is firmer in all positions. Ar- 
senic and blue vitriol, though not quot- 
ably higher, are firmer with tendency 
to a higher range of values. Chlorate 
of potash is not only firmer owing to 
the recent fire, but more in conse- 
quence of the higher prices which are 
likely to prevail for next year. The 
other potashes and acids, as well as 
the other light chemicals, are meeting 
with the usual jobbing demand at 
steady ‘prices. In their letter, under 
date Oct. 24th, Messrs. J. P. Brunner 
& Co. of Liverpool, in speaking of that 
market, say:— 

There is a steady demand for heavy chemi- 
cals, princpally for 1901 delivery, the prompt 
export trade being only moderate. Soda ash is 
in fair demand, and export prices have been 
advanced, the nearest range for tierces being 
now about as follows: Leblanc ash, 48 per 
cent., £5 5s to £5 10s. per ton; 58 per cent., £5 
15s. to £6 per ton net cash. Ammonia ash, 48 
per cent., £4 10s. to £4 15s. per fon; 58 per 
cent., £4 15s, to £5 per ton net cash. Bags 5s. 
per ton under price for tierces. Soda crystals 
are firm at £3 7s. 6d per ton, less 5 per cent., 
for barrels, or 7s. less for bags, with special 
terms for certain favored markets. Caustic 
soda is well maintained as follows: Sixty per 
cent., £9 5s.; 70 per cent., £10 5s.; 74 per cent., 
£10 15s to £10 17s. 6d.; 76 per cent., £11 5s. to 
£11 10s. per ton net cash. Bleaching powder is 
in light demand for export at £6 5s. to £6 10s. 
per ton net cash for hardwood. For home 
trade, however, there is a fair business passing 
for the balance of this year, owing to the 
higher prices named for 1901 delivery. Chlorate 
of poatsh is slow of sale at 3%d. per Ib. net 
cash. Bicarb soda is selling to a moderate ex- 
tent at £6 15s. per ton, less 2% per cent., for 
the finest quality in one-cwt. kegs, with usual 
allowances for larger packages; also especial 
terms for certain favored markets. Sulphate of 
ammonia is less active, but prices keep steady 
at £11 2s. 6d to £11 per ton, less 2% per 
cent for good gray 24-25 per cent. in double 
bags f. o. b. here. Nitrate of soda is quiet on 
spot at £8 7s. 6d to £8 12s. 6d per ton, less 2% 
per cent., for double bags f. o. b. here, as to 
quality.

Robert Harvey, at the twelfth an- 
nual meeting of the San Pablo Nitrate 
Company, held recently at Manchester, 
England, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said that the result of their 
sales of stock of nitrate during the 
past year had left a profit of £6,270, as 
compared with a loss of £425 in the 
previous year. For the past two years 
the nitrate makers had made most 
strenuous efforts to bring about a 
combination for the limitation of out- 
put. The total world’s demand was 
about 32,000,000 quintals, while the out- 
put was 33,000,000, and the surplus of 
1,000,000 quintals had caused a deprecia- 
tion in price which enabled only the 
newest and best oficinas to work, and 
even those had made only a meager 
profit. The great difficulty which had 
had to be contended against in refer- 
ence to any combination was that of 
jealousy. Every maker thought that 
his neighbor had a little larger pro- 
portion of the quota of general output 
than he should have, and all the ef- 
forts of sensible nitrate makers to ef- 
fect an arrangement had been ren- 
dered unavailing in consequence of 
this jealousy. 

Recently there was a general meet- 
ing at Iquique for the purpose of sign- 
ing the public document concerning 
the combination, which was to last 
five years from April 1 next. That 
meeting was unanimous on every detail 
but one. He could not say that the 
combination at this moment was a fait 
accompli, but the difficulty referred to 
was so trivial that he felt certain that 
when the Permanent Committee met in 
England the difficulty would disappear.

Improvement in the Manufacture ol 
Varnish, Drying Oils, Ete. 


BY M, VAUGHAN-SHERRIN, 


For obtaining a varnish, 10 parts of 
linseed oil are heated to aboyt 315 deg. 
Cc. About 5 parts of powdered kauri 
gum are sprinkled the hot oil, 
while constantly shaken. 

To this mixture a dryer 
added, say 5 parts of manganese 
tate or borate; then nearly 40 parts of 
resin to give body to the varnish. The 
resin should first be heated to about 2038 
deg. C. in a double boiler. It should 
be shaken during the mixing. The 
whole is allowed to cool to the tem- 
perature of 32 to 38 deg. C. and then 
65 parts of refined petroleum added 
while shaking.

pable of replacing ordinary boiled oil 
advantageously, 10 parts of boiled_oil 
are heated to a temperature of 315 deg 
Cc. and 2 or 3 parts of powdered gum 
kauri mixed with it; 3 parts of a dryer 
are added, preferably manganese ace- 
tate or borate, and then about 40 parts 
of melted resin. After the mixture has 
been cooled to from 382 deg. to 38 deg. 
C., it is diluted with 100 parts of re- 
fined petroleum while shaking. 

The varnish and oil thus prepared 
are left to rest until a precipitate is 
formed; then the product is decanted 
clear ready for use. 

To make light-colored varnishes and 
oils, the gum kauri is replaced with 
gum damar, 

To make enamel colors, capable of 
drying quickly and becoming hard, the 
process is like that for varnish, a 
larger proportion—about double—of the 
varnish being employed, with the addi-

tion of coloring matter. The base of 
the coloring matters should not con- 
tain lead. 

The varnish made as above specified 
may be mixed in the following pro- 
portions: Four parts of varnish to 
one part of a solution of caustic al- 
kali of a density of 1.140, to which 2 
or 3 parts of petroleum are to be added 
while shaking. It is only after violent 
shaking that the mixture becomes sol- 
uble in water. It is then diluted with 
equal parts of petroleum while shak- 
ing; this mixture is soluble in water. 
These operations are to be conducted 
cold, for elevation of temperature 
causes the separation of a very fluid 
liquid. 

The product obtained is suitable for 
washing wool and other materials, and 
to add to lixiviating mixtures for linen. 
It is also useful for cleaning painted 
surfaces and for other purposes.—La 
Revue des Produits Chimiques.

Saturday Evening, Nov. 3, 1900. 


The situation continues without 
much apparent change so far as the 
general volume of business is con- 
cerned. There is no marked activity, 
and at the same time no particular 
dullness. Transactions outside of con- 
tract orders have not been heavy, but 
a good, steady jobbing trade would in- 
dicate that supplies in the hands of 
dealers were none too heavy. There 
appears to be a tone of contentment 
and the opinion is freely expressed that 
business will soon show considerable 
improvement. This contention is seem- 
ingly borne out by the firm stand 
taken by nearly all large holders of 
stocks, for in very few lines is there 
shown any disposition to make con- 
cessions. Both manufacturers and 
dealers make no attempt to force the 
market and in some cases are not 
anxious sellers even at current quota- 
tions. 

ALBUMEN.—There is no change in 
the situation either in the local or pri- 
mary markets. Egg albumen is still 
offered sparingly abroad, but is re- 
ceived in sufficient quantities to meet 
requirements of a rather quiet trade 
here. Holders are all firm in their 
views and current quotations of 57@ 
58c. still hold. Blood albumen con- 
tinues rather scarce and firm at for- 
mer price of 164@19c. 

ANILINE OIL.—A moderate jobbing 
business was done during the week, 
and owing to a stiff advance in ben- 
zole abroad values have advanced and 
are now quoted firm at 10@10%c. 


ANILINE SALT.—Quite a fair busi- 
ness was done in a small way, demand 
being chiefly for prime white. Oft 
shades were rather hard to place. The 
price was affected in the same way as 
aniline oil. Prime qualities are quoted 
firm at 94%@9%c., though for salt 
slightly off color 9c. has been accepted. 

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—Conditions 
are without change and the market 
continues rather quiet, though there is 
still a fairly good jobbing trade to re- 
port. Prices are well maintained upon 
the basis of former values as follows:— 
50 degs., 10%@12c.; 60 degs., 124%@l14c. 

BICHROMATES.—The market con- 
tinues fairly active, but most of the 
business is done wpon contracts and 
new transactions for both potash and 
soda are limited to jobbing lots. Prices 
are low but firm at 8%@8'%c. for potash 
and 6%@6%c. for soda. 

CUTCH.—Nothing better than a 
most moderate inquiry was felt in the 
market and but little interest taken. 
There is no superabundance on hand, 
but sufficient for quiet current needs. 
Prices do not fluctuate and are again 
quoted upon the basis of 54%@é6c. for 
mat. 

DEXTRINE.—The market inclines 
to be quiet but there is at least a fair- 
ly good jobbing trade done upon the 
basis of former quotations. In sympa- 
thy with the general condition of the 
starch market there is a very strong 
tone and concessions are unobtainable. 
The foreign market is. particularly 
firm and is likely to continue so. Lo- 
cal quotations are as follows: Domes- 
tic 544@6c., imported 5%@6c, and corn 
dextrine 2% @8c. 

DIVI-DIVI.—A smafl lot came in 
during the week, a portion of which 
went into consumption and the bal- 
ance was sent to store. Stocks on 
hand are heavy for present require- 
ments and the market is somewhat 
easier at from $47@48. 

FUSTIC.—There is a very fair move- 
ment for the season but no _ great 
heavy business. Quotations are still 
between the same range of $16@22. 

GAMBIER.—The statistical position 
is becoming gradually stronger and 
the market firmer and higher. Con- 
sumers have been buying fair quanti- 
ties and have paid full figures for well 


| dried goods. No very heavy consum- 


ing trade, however, is expected before 
the first of the year and business has 
been mostly speculative. The steamer 
Manitou, due next week from London, 
is supposed to carry the 50 tons June- 
August that was expected on the Men- 
ominee. The steamers Banco and 
Java have also arrived in London 
with, it is reported, 350 tons between 
them, destined for this market. As 
previously stated the Orwell and 
Glen Esk are also afloat with gambier. 
The Leghetto is still the only sailer 
afloat, as the Strathisla is not yet re- 
ported as having left Singapore. The 
Rose Innes, which will likely follow 
the latter, has not yet arrived at that 
port. From all appearances there does 
not seem to be much gambier to offer 
in the primary market, at all events 
the prevailing high prices have 
not attracted it and there is conse- 
quently comparatively little in sight. 
Store gambier in New York is quoted 
44@4%c., as to quality. Early in the 
week this price might have been 
shaded but it is doubtful if anything 
better could now he done. There have 
been sellers of steamer at 3.95c. but 
the accepted price at the close of the 
week was from 4c. to 4%c. Sailer ship- 
ments are held at 4%c. firm. Statistical

HYPOSULPHATE OF SODA.—The 
situation remains unchanged. The 
market continues quiet except in a 
jobbing way and prices are repeated: 
German spot in casks, $2.10@2.20, kegs 
$2.20@2.50, American casks $1.80@2 and 
kegs $1.90@2.12%%. 

INDIGO.—Interest centers in the 
last quarterly sales in London on Oct. 
15-16. According to circular received 
the quantity declared was 3,750 chests, 
of which 94 chests were not printed, or 
were withdrawn previous to the open- 
ing of the sales, leaving 3,656 chests to 
pass. 

Of the total quantity 2,672 chests were 
withdrawn, leaving 1,078 chests sold, to 
which will have to be added several 
private sales effected since. Quotations 
were reported as follows: Bengal and 
Tirhoot, 3s. to 4s. decline. Oude and 
Kurpah, about 3s, decline. The sales 
were well attended, but buyers acted 
with caution and have not probably 
filled their requirements for the remain- 
der of the year. Shipments from Mad- 
ras from July 1 to Oct. 1, 1900, were 
2,640 chests or 13,400 Madras maunds, 
against 5,300 chests, or 28,500 Madras 
maunds, last year. The crop figure is 
still put at 112,000 maunds, although 
some estimate it as low as 106,000. Java 
will furnish 550,000 to 575,000 kilos, 
aginst 615,000 last year and 904,000 in 
1898. 

NUTGALLS.—Spot galls, blue Aleppo, 
are now very sparingly offered and held 
firm at 26@27c., at which figures a 
small jobbing trade has been done to 
meet urgent requirements. Smyrna 
galls ex store are offered at 16c. New 
crop Aleppo, which will reach here after 
the first of the year, are rather uncer- 
tain in price and are offered at from 
15c. to 17c., according to seller. China 
galls remain in the same position and 
firm offers from abroad are difficult to 
obtain at a reasonable price, They are 
scarce in this market and quoted at 
20c. ex store, 

PICRIC ACID.—The market is prac- 
tically bare and no offerings could be 
traced. Prices are therefore nominal 
at previous quotations of 34@37c. 

PRUSSIATES.—The market has 
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hardly steadied itself, though there is 
a somewhat beter tone than last week. 
Yellow prussiate of potash on spot is 
offered at 15@15\4c., though 16c. is asked 
in some quarters. One spot sale for a 
round lot was made at 14%c., but this is 
thought to be exceptional. The price 
to consumers for delivery next year is 
quoted 14%@l5ic. with protection, with 
terms less favorable to dealers. Prus- 
siate of soda continues upon the basis 
of 13@14c. 

STARCH.—The market all round is 
firmer and potato starch quotably high- 
er owing to unfavorable reports of the 
potato crop, both here and abroad, and 
to the increased consumption for food, 
leaving less for starch manufacturing 
purposes. Corn is also firmer in sym- 
pathy, but remains unchanged. Wheat 
and rice starch are unaffected and mov- 
ing in moderate quantities. We quote 
as follows: Corn pearl in bbls. 1.55@2c.; 
in bags, 1.45@1.50c.; potato, 3%@3%c.; 
rice, 74%4@9c., and wheat, 44%4@5%%c. 

SUMAC.—The market has become 
moderately active for shipments and 
the spot market is practically bare. The 
nominal quotation for Scilly No. 1 is 
$55@56, but there is so little offering 
that there might be difficulty in buy- 
ing at any price. Arrivals are freely 
offered at $52. 

TAPIOCA AND SAGO FLOUR.— 
Tapioca flour continues strong and 
there is at least moderate inquiry. Sago 
flour is quiet at quotations. Prices are 
unchanged from last week’s figures 
of 3%@4c. for tapioca and 3%@3.30c. 
for sago flour. 

TIN CRYSTALS.—There is still the 
same active and strong market at cur- 
rent quotations of 24%c. for barrels, 25c, 
for kegs and 26c. for jars. 

ZINC DUST.—Conditions are un- 
changed and the market remains quiet 
upon the basis of former quotations of 


754@8c.

The London Indigo Auctions. 


London, Oct. 24, 1900. 

The October auctions of indigo have 
been held in London, and the result on 
the market, apart from the question 
of prices, has been to reveal the de- 
pressed feeling at the present moment. 
The cable you received on Oct. 20 would 
inform readers of the Reporter that, 
roughly, one-third of the amount of- 
fered has been sold, and that an aver- 
age decline of threepence to fourpence 
per pound had taken place. Stating the 
matter more exactly, it may be said 
that, out of 3,750 chests offered, 2,672 
were taken out or bought in, only 1,078, 
therefore, being sold. The decline va- 
ried a little on the different kinds. 
Thus, Bengal and Oudes dropped 3d, to 
4d., the latter falling even lower. Kur- 


pah went down twopence to fourpence, , feeling prevatls. 
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and Madras a penny to twopence. The 
amount offered was distributed between 
Bengal (1,859), Oude, etc. (663), Bimli- 
paturn (34), Kurpah (469), Bombay (512) 
and dry leaf Madras (36). It was re- 
marked that the buying was confined 
principally to the home trade, and that 
absence of Continental demands was 
largely responsible for the little sold 
and the drop. Specially conspicuous 
was the total neglect of Bombay kinds, 


Of course, explanation for the ab- 
sence of Continental buying is being 
furnished. One authority says that it is 
due to a diversion of orders to Havre, 
where lower prices have been ruling for 
spot stuff. On the other hand, there is 
an uncomfortable feeling that a deeper 
and more permanent cause for the loss 
of these orders, this being, of course, 
the increase in the use of artificial in- 
digo. People are asking whether the 
Continent is taking more kindly to the 
artificial product than are users here, 
and whether British dyers have appre- 
ciated quite the possibilities of artificial 
indigo. In this connection, I should like 
to bring before Reporter readers some 
observations lately made by the Direc- 
tor-General of Statistics to the Indian 
Government. He says:— 


The competition of the artificial dye is 
now clearly visible in what would seem to 
be the permanent establishment of a very 
low range of prices, and in the reduction 
of the area sown with indigo in lower 
Bengal and in the Northwestern Prov- 
inces and Oudh under the discouragement 
of low prices. In 1898-99 the level of prices 
was disastrously low, even though the 
exports were relatively very restricted; 
in 1899-1900 the exports fell to an abnor- 
mally low level, and yet prices never rose 
even to the level of 1896 and 1897. It 
was some 20 to 22 per cent. in excess of 
the prices of 1899, but the difference be- 
tween 150 rupees a maund and 19 rupees 
a maund is not a difference on which the 
producer of indigo who was accustomed 
to a price level exceeding 250 rupees, is 
disposed to congratulate himself. There 
was a quite marked decline in the ex- 
ports to Austria-Hungary, Germany, Hol- 
land, and the United States, always con- 
siderable buyers of Indian indigo; and al- 
though the decline may possibly be only 
temporary, those who are engaged in the 
trade see in it the effects of the competi- 
tion with artificial indigo. Exports to 
France, however, have not fallen off, per- 
haps because the French prefer the nat- 
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ural product from an Indian field to the 
artificial product from a German factory, 
and the demand from Japan has largely 
increased. It may be added that indigo 
planters are now busily seeking ways and 
means of reducing the cost of production 
to suit the lower level of prices, and it is 
unfortunate that as regards one material 
fact in the cost, namely, the rates of in- 
terest on advances by banks for working 
capital, the planters are unable to effect 
a reduction. 


There is, therefore, a serious consid- 
eration of the situation on all sides. 
The coming crop is expected to be 113.- 
000 maunds, against 85,000 maunds last
